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To His ExceUency, the Honorable J. A. A. Bumquifit, Governor of Minne- 
sota and Commander-in-Chief of the iState Military. 
The following report of the activities of the office of the Adjutant 
General of Minnesota is respectfully presented for your approval. It covers 
the period from May 5, 1917, on which date I was appointed your military 
secretary, to December 31, 1918. 

As the United States of Ameri-ca had declared a -state of war to exist 
between it and the Imperial Government of Germany, the labors thus thrust 
upon my department were of huge proportions. You delegated to the 
Adjutant General's department the burden of the supervision of the Selective 
Service and the multitudinous details attending it The Federalization of 
the National Guard, existing before the war, necessitated the formation of 
new regiments to replace them together with the formation of a Home 
Guard for strictly state duty. Two natural calamities smote the pec^le of 
the state with heavy hand, but due to the speed of which this department 
is capable, the suffering naturally attendant was materially reduced. Effec- 
tive remedies were at once applied which relieved the unnatural situation in 
short order. 

Needless to say this work has not been accomplished entirely 'by me 
and I desire to commend to your favorable attention the work of those 
associated with me. The majority of these efficient workers have labored 
for inhuman stretches of time at tasks which it was imperative should 
be expedited; their efficiency has at all times been a proven quantity and 
their loyalty of heroic quality. 

Here and in this public manner, I desire to thank the members of my 
staff and office force, the officers and men of the Minnesota National Guard, 
the Home Guard and the Motor Corps, the members of the 121 local draft 
boards, the members of the five district draft boards, the members of the 
legal advisory and medical advisory boards, the members of the instruction 
•boards and all others who have so courteously and competently assisted this 
office in the furtherance of my sworn duty to the state of Minnesota. 

You will note that the report proper is written in the third person. This 
style is adopted to facilitate reading and to avoid the use of the personal 
pronoun.

SELECTIVE SERVICE 



There are historical .precedents for drafting men into mill- SjlMtlvt* 
tary service, hut none of the methods used before had been tem a 8et«i* 
established and conducted on a scientific, efficient basia until ***«0"«« 
the United States originated and put into effect the "Selective 
Service" system. In Biblical times when it was necessary to 
form an army by "draft" only a few conditions were considered 
as causes for "exemption" from military service. This was 
occasioned by the simple pastoral life which was led at that 
time. 

In today's complicated commercial life, however, there are 
conditions which never could have had any bearing on selection 
for military service in those days, but which are vital to the 
conduct of war in this age. Then there was no complicated 
machinery of supply because the troops lived on the land through 
which they passed, there was no complication of fighting ma- 
chinery, each warrior carried with him the fighting implements 
which he was specialized in and when it was considered neces- 
sary to erect rams or catapaults the material was found nearby 
the scene of the* fight. 

War is now a highly specialized business and demands WarN©w« 

BUSlHMt. 

specialized machinery. Workmen skilled in the manufacture 
of these Martian articles are needed at home to fabricate them. 
Battles and fighting lines now extend for scores of miles to the 
one mile in Biblical times. It is manifestly impossible for these 
millions of troops to subsist on the resources of the country 
in which they are located and it is needful that they be sup- 
plied with the necessities of life. Men behind the lines are 
essential' and it would be folly to send such as these into battle. 
A method whereby these errors of judgment would be elim- 
inated was necessary, so a number of trained men were called 
into consultation at Washington and after mature deliberation 
the first general rules and regulations were adopted for the 
selection of the army of the United States which was to be 
the answer to the insolent, autocratic domination of Germany. 
These regulations were changed as it was discovered that there 
W^r9 condition? whjch they did not fit.

There never was any idea at any time to make these regu- 
lations rigid because it was expressly announced at the begin- 
ning of the draft that it was expected there would be changes 
necessary and as rapidly as the need for new regulations were 
discovered they would be promulgated. This policy is what 
has made the operation of the "Selective Service" the success 
that it has been. 

At the time that this report is being written the so-called 
"draft troops" have been decisive factors in the successes on 
the western front. These men, the same that that proponent 
of frightfulness, Kaiser Wllhelm, spoke so contemptuously of as 
"a mob of farmers armed with agricultural Implements," were 
the ones who defeated and routed the picked troops of the Ger- 
man EJmpire. They did it because they had the "fighting spirit" 
and were well equipped and trained. They knew that the "folks 
at home" were with them in spirit and were working and pray- 
ing for their success. 

The "Selective Service" was well named. It is in reality a 
selection process which takes those who should rightly go to 
war and requests those who should not go to remain at home 
and "do their bit" there. By this means those who are selected 
to be a part of the armed forces of the United States are imbued 
with the idea that they are a vital and essential part of the 
country and because of their selection are representing the civ- 
ilized world in its struggle for existence.

Perhaps the greatest factor in the selection of this immense 
army is the army of public spirited citizens who have so freely 
given of their time to serve on the "selection board," or as they 
have been popularly termed, "draft boards." ^The time and 
faithful service these members accorded their draft work has in 
many instances detrimentally affected their personal businesses. 
This factor has not deterred them from this work, it has rather 
acted as an added incentive to more time on the work of the 
Selective Service. 

Working for almost inhuman stretches of time in order to 
complete as rapidly as possible some immediate, pressing task 
connected with the furnishing of men for the army, these draft 
board members would "come up" fresh and smiling and ready 
for whatever was the next job.

Very few of the general public have any conception of the 
varied and important tasks which constitute a day's work for a 
member of one of these boards. Yet, if they would only stop 
to think that on the decision rendered, may have rested the 
welfare of an entire family or the contentment of an entire 
neighborhood they would readily discover that the work was 
of such an important nature that these members might be well 
considered as "gods of Olympus." 
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THE ADJUTANT GENERAL .^ 

It was an absolutely unique position to place these men in 
and it- was one which required an immense amount of study and 
attention to detail and unfailing tact if they would so conduct 
themselves as to cast nothing but credit on the methods em- 
ployed in the formation of our army. May it be said to the 
credit of the board members in Minnesota that they have covered 
themselves with glory and have, like Caesar's wife, been "above 
suspicion." 

At the time that the Selective Service plan was originated P®""" Befit- 
there was no idea entertained that it would be necessary to hold Fifteen 
four registrations of men in a period of 15 months. Registration *'""**•• 
of the manhood of the country between the ages of 21 and 31 
years was considered at that time to be ample. As the war 
continued and it became more and more evident that the burden 
of winning the war would fall heavier and heavier on the United 
States, discussion of an extension of the age limits began. 

It was finally decided on Aug. 31, 1918, to raise the age limit 
of liability to military service from 21 to 31 years to 18 to 45 
years, inclusive. This amendment to the Selective Service law 
of May 1'8, 1S17, virtually commandeered the entire effective 
fighting force of the United States and violently disturbed the 
"Mittel Europa" dream of the German E)mperor. 

The first registration day was set by Presidential proclama- 5|Jjf^*^i'y 
tion for June 5, 1917. On that date all males then in the United June 5, I9I7. 
States (with but very few exceptions) were required to present 
themselves at the proper registration place for the first step in 
becoming liable to military service. 

Many so-called "authorities" predicted that this registration 
would be accompanied iby serious rioting and disorder. Traitor- 
ous organizations, formed and sustained for enemy propaganda 
work, insidiously spread word among the ignorant that if they 
would refuse to register no punishment could be given, as it was 
unconstitutional to force them Into military service. Printed 
"literature" (God save the word) was distributed among the 
people who belonged to organizations which were composed of 
the discontented, urging them to resist the draft. 

This damnable attempt on the part of the "enemy within" Attempt to 
to block the raising of an army to assist in the liberation of the £!5ltiiJJ|*Fii|. 
world from the curse of Militarism "died aborning" and a patri- ure. 
otic host of (Jod-fearing and liberty-loving men marched to the 
registration places and firmly placed their names on the roster 
of "the Army of Liberty." 

June 5, 19*17, will go down to history along with July 4, 1776, June 5 E«ual 
as a pivotal day in the United States of America. The earlier ISiice'to" 
date was made memorable because of the fact that representa- ■'"'y 4. 
tives of 13 disorganized colonies solemnly signed an agreement 
to resist with the uttermost force a series of injustices perpe- 
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trated by an unfair ruler. June 5, 1917, takes its place in history 
alongside July 4, 1776, because ten million men placea tsieii 
names on record as being willing to sacrifice all if need be tc 
retain tMir liberty won at so great a cost to their forefathers 

Rapid absorption into the army of me registrants of tne 
class of 1917, so called, caused a second registration to be held 
June 5, 1918. This was of the youths who had arrived at the 
age of 21 years since the first registration, June 5, 1917. These 
youngsters, who had yet to cast their first vote, manfully as- 
sumed the burden of defending that right and by their signature 
pledged themselves as willing to make the supreme sacrifice for 
their country. 

Events moved so rapidly that before the ink was hardly dry 
on the signatures of the second registrants another call was 
made for the youths who had arrived at the age of 21 years 
since June 5, 1918. This registration was held on August 
12, 1918. 

In the meanwhile the legislative "body of the United States 
was considering a change in the age limits of those men who 
were to be made liable for military service. Raising the age to 
45 years and lowering it to 18 years was the method finally 
adopted. After the first gasp of astonishment that the needs of 
war were so urgent, the potential army of 13 million men 
settled themselves mentally and prepared to take their places 
on the "battle line of Freedom." 

September 12, 1918, was the date set for this registration. 
Due to their eagerness to register, these men literally swamped 
the registration places in order to get their names on the lists 
early. Nothing like it had ever been seen before in the history 
of the United States. Father and son stood in line together to 
declare themselves on the question of the war. A number of 
young grandfathers proudly signed their registration card and 
announced that "they were young enough and willing enough to 
do anything that their country might ask of them." 

It was a sight never to be forgotten by any who witnessed 
it, and it is with reverent thanks that the Adjutant General re- 
ports THERE WERE SO FEW SLACKERS IN MINNESOTA. 

Because of the fact that the choice of an army by this 
means was an experiment in the annals of American history, not 
excepting the so-called "draft" of Civil War days, it is the intent 
tion in this section of the report to give a chronological and 
detailed account of the operation of the selection process from 
its inception until September 15, 191&. 

Although the Selective Service act had not yet become a law, 
under date of May 8, 1917, at the request of the authorities in 
Washington the Adjutant General's office sent a letter to the 
sheriff of each county in the state, explaining as much as was 
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possible concerning the proposed law. Each of these sheriffs 
was requested to maintain absolute secrecy in the matter in 
order that premature publicity might not be given. 

Two others, in addition to the slieriff, were requested to *be 
named to act as members of the local Selective Service (board. 
The names of these men were to be furnished the Adjutant Gen- 
eral's office immediately and a recommendation was also to be 
made regarding the selection of a registration place in each vot- 
ing precinct in the county. 

This matter received the Immediate attention of each of 0r«tnl2ttloi

the men addressed and when the Selective Service act was Boards Madt 
given final approval on May 18, 1517, the Adjutant General's ^17.*^ '*' 
office was notified by telegraph to proceed at once under Federal 
authority with the organization in county and state of the neces- 
sary personnel to handle tbe selection of soldiers for the army. 
As most of the selections had been made and ware merely await- 
ing approval of the governor, it was a simple matter to proceed 
and in a very short time each man who was to serve as a mem- 
ber of the board was notified and ready for service. 

Although copies of the Federal regulations governing the 
process of registration of all men residing within the territorial 
limits of the United States or its possessions, between the ages 
of 21 and 31 years, had been distributed to all the draft officials 
in the state, it became necessary to supplement these with addi- 
tional regulations to cover special cases. In answer to scores 
of inquiries, under date of May 25, the registration officials were 
notified that "members of any duly organized and recognized 
military or naval force" were not required to register for the 
draft. All these organizations were shortly thereafter called 
into Federal service. 

Although every effort was made, it is said, to correct and Teleirapbie 
make perfect the proof sheets prior to final printing of the fJJ'fhJj^^"* 
printed regulations governing the operation of selection of men Months, 
for the army, a number of errata were unnoticed. Telegraphic 
addenda were subsequently sent out to all Adjutants General. 
For a period approximating three months corrections were also 
mailed to local boards throughout Minnesota. 

The day before the first "National Registration day" ever 
held in the United States a telegram from Provost Marshal 
General Crowder was received specifying that American citizens 
temporarily or permanently residing in foreign countries could 
register with the American consul or by mail to this country. 

June 5, 1917, by proclamation of President Wilson, was set 
apart as the day on which all male citizens between the ages of 
21 and 31 years were to register for military service. Minnesota 
registered astotal of 222,698 men.

Failure to register was to be considered an offense punish- 
able by one year's confinement in Federal prison, with no alter- 
native of a fine. 

On the day following registration day, June 6, a telegram 
from General Crowder was received by the Adjutant General's 
office, annbuncing that for a few days "a liberal policy should 
be followed in regard to the registration, subsequent to the pre- 
scribed registration day, of those individuals who for any reason 
were not registered on the day set." Fair play was the basis 
for this extension of time. Although every newspaper in the 
country had featured the news of the registration for many days 
prior to the date, the Federal draft authorities, desiring to work 
no hardship, extended for the four days following June 5 the 
period for registration. On June 10, 1^17, a telegram from Gen- 
eral Crowder advised all local draft boards to proceed immedi- 
ately with investigations of alleged non-registrants. E^ach case 
was ordered to be brought promptly to the attention of the 
nearest representative of the Department of Justice. 

One of the reasons for strict enforcement of the registration 
regulations, aside from that of patriotic observance of Federal 
legislation, was the fact that quotas of men to be sent to train- 
ing camps were assigned to the various states in proportion to 
their population as determined by the Census Bureau. The re- 
sult of failure to register would cause a serious increase in the 
burden on those who had registered. By this method of quota 
assignment if the proportion of those who registered for military 
service was not in direct ratio to the population there would, of 
necessity, he more men called for service than should right- 
fully be. 

Registration day had gone by but twice around the sun 
when registration certificates issued to the registrants were lost 
by the hundreds. General Crowder on June 27 Issued a regula- 
tion permitting local draft hoards to furnish a statement, sealed 
and signed, identifying the one who had registered as the indi- 
vidual whose certificate had been lost. 

As a part of the punishment to be assigned those who had 
failed to register on June 5, if they did so willfully, their cards 
received no serial number at the time and these registrants were 
ordered not to be included in the first draft. In order that 
appropriate punishment might be meted out to these individuals 
their induction into military service was delayed pending the 
establishment of definite rules of procedure which were pro- 
mulgated later. 

The detail work in the operation of the selective service was 
so absolutely new to the majority of board members that thou- 
sands of inquiries and requests for rulings on various points 
poured into General Crowder's office in Washington. His work- 
ing force was swamped and the flood of letters (became so seri- 
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ous that on July 17 instructions were issued to all local boards 
that all correspondence intended for the office of the Provost 
Marshal General should be addressed to him through the office 
of the Adjutant General of each state. By this means a tremen- 
dous duplication in correspondence was eliminated. Where more 
than one board requested ruling on similar cases, the offices of 
the ^Adjutants General, if the question was one they could not 
answer themselves, would take the matter up by telegraph with 
Washington, secure a ruling, and then answer the inquiries 
themselves. 

In the rush of appointing men to serve as members of the Board Mem- 
various local boards throughout the state a few were nominated ai? Replaced. 
who were themselves in the draft age. Complaints on this con- 
dition were received by the office of the Adjutant General from 
drafted men, their friends and relatives, and resulted in an 
order from Washington to replace such men with others who 
were over 31 years old. Two purposes were served by this 
move: First, a more mature and deliberate type of official was 
secured; Second, it afforded no opportunity for any captious 
critic to allege that "the trenches were being cheated." 

To properly hear and investigate the cases of registrants 
coming before local draft boards it was found necessary that 
oaths be administered. Acting under Presidential authority. Gov- 
ernor Burnquist, under date of July 31, 1917, issued telegraphic 
authorization to all members of Minnesota's draft boards to ad- 
minister such oaths. 

To the everlasting disgrace and shame of a few registrants 
in the State of Minnesota, and a large number of these slackers 
throughout the United States, marriages were hastily con- 
summated, subsequent to registration, with the object of secur- 
ing exemption from the operation of the selective service law. 
Local (boards were advised on August 2, 1917,' that such mar- 
riages, of themselves, did not create a status of dependency. In 
considering such cases Local Boards were reminded that the pay 
of a soldier was never less than |30.00 per month, in addition to 
which all clothing, subsistence, medical treatment and housing 
was furnished. Many soldiers were thus enabled to allot, in 
many cases, as much as |25.00 a month toward the support of 
their dependents. 

Scores of such "slacker marriage" cases were presented to 
Local Boards and through them to the Adjutant General's office. 
If the evidence in. the case was sufficient to prove,, beyond a 
reasonable doubt, that the marriage was consummated with an 
idea to evasion of military service, the registrant's appeal for 
exemption was denied and he was certified as subject to mili- 
tary service. 
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Not all marriages consummated subsequent to registration 
day were "slacker marriages." No exemption was claimed on 
the grounds of dependency In many of these marriages. Toong 
couples whose marriages had ibeen pending for some time set 
the date ahead and when the husband was called for seryice his 
bride tearfully but patriotically bade him -farewell and Gadspeed. 
It is of this class of men that the best fighters are found. 

Only the archives of the Local Boards know the difference 
between these marriages. Of course, "Died in service," or an 
honorable discharge from the armed forces, is sufllcient evidence 
for those who were accepted for service. There is, however, 
that class of men who for one reason or another were rejected 
for service; this is a question which will be one to which a 
satisfactory explanation must be made after the war has been 
won. Many solutions of the problem for posterity's sake have 
been suggested to the Provost Marshal General, and it is antici- 
pated that the matter will be satisfactorily disposed of in time. 

Early in the process of decision regarding the entrance into^ 
or rejection from, the National Army, of registrants, it was dis 
covered that there was a vital necessity for some person to 
undertake an appeal of certain cases from (Local Boards to Dis- 
trict Boards where there was any occasion to believe that ex- 
emptions or discharges were not to the best interest of the 
Nation. Under date of August 6, 1917, General Crowder re- 
quested the appointment of one attorney to each Local Board 
who would be known as a "Government appeal agent." The du- 
ties of these men consisted of a fair and impartial review of 
the case of each registrant with a view of determination whether 
or not there was any question as to the registrant's liability to 
military service. These appeal agents took no active part in the 
deliberations of the Local Board. They were to remain aloof 
from such deliberations and safeguard the interests of the Nap 
tion. The appointment of these men was a precautionary move 
merely to insure absolute fairness to all parties concerned, by 
the Local Board. 

It might be presumed that Local Board members would re- 
gard the Government appeal agent as one who would be an un- 
welcome busybody. Such was not the case, however; the Gov- 
ernment appeal agent was received with hearty acclaim by the 
Local Board members because his presence would have a tend- 
ency to raise or keep the eflaciency of the board at a high 
standard.

Although not evidenced in Minnesota to any extent, a belief 
prevailed in certain portions of the country about August 1, 1917, 
that friendly aliens who had not declared their intention to be- 
come citizens of the United States were disqualified by that 
reason from service in the National Army. To correct this 
belief, General Crowder issued a statement to all Local Boards 
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explaining that such regifltrants were virtually volunteers and 
if they failed to claim exemption, because they were aliens, their 
services should be heartily welcomed and they should be ac- 
cepted when their numbers were reached in the order of call. 

Following the example of other countries using some form a Few "Ex- 
of the selective service principle in securing their military, tMnMued."*' 
the United States, under date of August 11, 1917, initiated 
the use of an "exemption button," to be worn in the coat 
lapel. Only a few hundred of these buttons were ever given to 
Minnesota. In fact, the number was so small that all the Local 
Boards in the state did not secure a shipment. A cancellation 
order for the use of this exemption insignia was never issued, 
but no further shipments of the button were made. The phrase 
"exempted from service in the National Army" was on each 
button. 

Thousands of foreign-bom citizens of the United States, who Alien Affi-

countries, were obliged to secure affidavits from these depend- pendency 
ents to substantiate their claim for exemption on grounds of * "'* 
dependency. In many of these cases the alleged dependents 
resided in or near the war zone. Although local boards were 
Instructed on August 11, 1917, to grant a reasonable extension of 
time to these registrants that they might secure the necessary 
affidavits, interference with mails in these foreign countries 
caused, in many cases, a considerable delay. These registrants 
were then inducted Into military service when their order num- 
ber was reached, or when in the opinion of the local board a 
return of the affidavits from the alleged dependents was not prob- 
able. If, however, the necessary affidavits were received after 
a man had been placed in military service, a certificate of dis- 
charge was applied for and a release from military service was 
granted. 

Religious opposition to participation in war was one of the "consclen- 
most delicate questions approached by the Local Boards. Al- {i^?» nJ{}|^' 
though specific rules covering these cases had been issued by cuit of peter* 
General Crowder, the question remained one of great importance 
to both the Local Board and the registrant claiming exemption 
on tliosd grounds. Many sleepless nights were endured by the 
Local Board members who were confronted with a claim for 
exemption based on "religious opposition to war." It was a most 
difficult matter to accurately separate the truthful, conscientious 
objector from the slacker who was adopting this method to 
escape military service. 

Many of those registrants whose claims were disallowed Iby 
the Local and District Boards and who persisted in their opposi- 
tion to military service were then arrested and turned over to 
the D^artment of Justice. In a few cases, following arrest. 
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these men announced themselves as willing to accept military 
service. The oth^s who defied the power and authority of the 
Federal Government, following involuntary induction into the 
Army were tried by military court martial and, if found guilty, 
sentenced to severe punishment. In these latter cases evidence 
was presented to the courts of trial which established the fact 
that the exemption plea was not founded on good faith but was 
a subterfuge by which it was hoped military service would be 
evaded. 



District 
Boards (Ap- 
peal Boards) 
Organized. 



It was not thought advisable to centralize in the Local Board 
the authority, without chance for appeal, of induction into mili- 
tary service. "Boards of Appeal," or, as they were later termed, 
"District Boards," were instituted to supplement the work of the 
Local Board. It was the duty of these Boards of Appeal to 
pass upon claims for exemption based on industrial or agricul- 
tural grounds, and aJso to consider and decide upon such appeals 
from decisions of the Local Boards as might be made in cases of 
dependency. 

Four of these Appeal Boards were designated for Minne- 
sota: Board No. 1 at Mankato; Board No. 2 at Minneapolis; 
Board No. 3 at St. Paul; and Board No. 4 at Duluth. On October 
4, 19 IS, a fifth Appeal Board was established at Oookston. The 
state was thus divided into five parts. Local Boards within the 
jurisdiction of one of these Appeal Boards were required to for- 
ward all industrial or agricultural claims for exemption and 
appealed cases to their respective Appeal Board. The Local 
Boards in cases of industrial or agricultural claims act merely 
as an intermediary and not a hoard of review.

Lack of application and study of the then existing draft 
regulation caused a few Local Boards in the country to send 
into service only those registrants who had claimed no exemp- 
tion. By this method the principles underlying the selective 
service law were perverted and the "volunteer system," which 
the selective service was to supplant, was placed in vogue. 

An order from General Crowder was received on August 16, 
1917, specifically calling to the attention of all Local Boards 
that "all registrants are to stand in an equality before the law 
except as the law decreed an inequality." In other words, each 
Local Board was to consider each case on its individual merit, 
and if the registrant should, in view of the evidence presented, 
be made liable for military service, he should be sent into that 
service when his order numher was reached. The records do 
not show that any Minnesota draft board was guilty of this 
offense, but a few of the rural divisions were somewhat lax in 
their exercise of the draft and immediately the regulations were 
called to their attention this situation was rectified. 
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The first quota of drafted men called for from Minnesota First Mlpne- 
totaled 17,778. They were to he sent in contingents of &%, 40%, wis?7.3% 
40%, and 15%. Dates of entrainment were set hy the Govern- *••"• 
ment, but owing to construction difiiculties in the various camps 
and cantonments it was found impossible to adhere to the orig- 
inally outlined schedule. 

Those people old enough to recall the scenes attending the Never-to-be- 
farewells given to Minnesota's armed men who fought in the SSnwAttoBd 
Civil War and those who remembered the celebrations attending Farewell. 
the departure of Minnesota's troops to engage in the Spanish- 
American War, declared that never before in its history had 
Minnesota given such a tremendous ovation as was given to the 
first men who entrained for training at Camp Dodge. 

Parades, banquets, formal balls and receptions were ten- 
dered these men. EJach one of these drafted men thus enter- 
tained were so impressed with the "home spirit" that they de- 
clared they would carry with them the exaltation thus given to 
the front line trenches. These men who were sent in the first 5 
per cent contingent were America's first answer to German autoc- 
racy. Many of this first contingent have entered on the "great 
adventure" and now lie peacefully under French soil which they 
enriched with their own young blood in order that America 
might pay her debt to Freedom. 

These men on arrival at the training camps were immedi- First "5%" 
ately used in the formation of skeletonized companies. They Jf^XJmy"*'**'* 
were carefully instructed and trained into their duties, and when 
the second contingent arrived a rapid and easy absorption of 
these "rookies" was made by the pioneer 5 per cent. 

Many requests for permission to leave the United States 
were received by local boards. No regulation covering this 
point had been included in the printed rules, and in consequence 
the office of the Adjutant General requested a ruling from Gen- 
eral Crowder. Permission was given to local hoards to release 
for travel to Canadu by a registrant who was able to satisfy his 
local board of his probable return and its approximate date. 

Thousands of registrants who on June 5, 1917, had not yet Registrtnti, 
declared their intention of becoming a citizen of the United^ in?for^'''^' 
States, but who had subsequently made such declaration, were "Papew" 
-made subject to the operation of the selective service by an Draft 
order from General Crowder on Septemiber 26, 1917. Practically 
all of the men affected by this order had unintentionally delayed 
their application for citizenship, but had determined on such a 
course. Realizing their allegiance to the country which offered 
them the most opportunity, they took the first moment to place 
themselves on record as to the country in which they had their 
faith.

During this preliminary phase of the draft work an appeal 
from the decision rendered l)y local and district boards could be 
made direct to the President Hundreds of such appeals were 
sent to the office of the Provost iMarshal Greneral, members of 
Congress, and others at Washingrton. This was an error and all 
such appeals directed to others than the President were re- 
turned to the registrant witji direction's to readdress his appeal 
to the President. Agricultural and industrial claims for exemp- 
tion were the only grounds for such an appeal. 

Towards the last of 1917 the British Government designated 
a number of its military to come to the United States and orgim- 
ize themselves into what was called "The British<Janadian 
Recruiting Mission in the United States." The duties of this 
organization were to recruit for military duty with the British 
and Canadian forces those men in the draft ages who were of 
alien birth and who had not made application for citizenship in 
the United States. Others not in the draft ages, who were 
friendly aliens, could also be enlisted in these forces if physically 
acceptable. 

Under the agreement between the United States and Great 
Britain this recruiting mission was enabled to recruit aliens 
other than British or Canadian subjects. On Septem(ber 12, 1917, 
instructions were given all local boards to permit duly accredited 
representatives of the mission access to the registration cards 
in their files. 

This is the first time in American history that permission 
to recruit for military duty in a foreign country was ever given. 
It had always been a policy in this country to remain strictly 
aloo(f from any foreign wars and not to permit recruiting for 
either side of the struggle then ibeing carried on. There is 
reason to believe that such recruiting was carried on, however, 
but it was never done with the permission of the United States 
Government. 

It may be said to the credit of the members composing this 
mission to this country that very few violations of the "gentle- 
man's agreement" entered into between the respective countries 
were noted. Such violations as were detected were immediately 
rectified without the necessity of diplomatic intervention. 

Closing the saloons on the days of large entralnments of 
drafted men was suggested by a telegram from General Crowder 
to the governors of each state. The telegram read, in part: "A 
large per cent of your peculation is about to leave home for the 
uncertainties of a soldier's life. While not an oocasion for sor- 
row, it is a day for solemnity. It is especially inappropriate that 
it be marred by the untoward oftense which drunkenness brings 
in its train." The suggestion was favorably acted on by the 
Governor and saloons in each locality from which men were 
being sent to camp were closed until the train had departed. 
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The International diplomatic status of registered friendly intamatloBal 
aliens was one wlilcli caused cm Inquiry lasting more than ten Alien RmU- 
months. It was begun (by the embassies of foreign governments, 5fi!i«l!"^**' 
who ap<peared before General Crowder early in September, 1917, 
and requested an investigation into the cases of aliens who had 
(been sent to training camps, but*who had not yet declared their 
intention of becoming citizens. 

A caution to local boards to be very careful and thorough 
in informing those registrants who appeared to be aliens of their 
right to file claim for exemption on that ground was given by 
means of a telegram from General Crowder. It further advised 
that In cases where it appeared that, through ignorance, aliens 
had failed to file claims for exemption the locafl board should 
extend the time or reopen the case if necessary. 

It has been the experience of everyone who ever had any- Reflstranti 
thing to do with the formation of a military unit that there are ilJim'*^by 
those who "go over the hill," or, in other words, desert the fj'*'"^^ 
service. A number of men selected by their local board for ulatlont. 
military service for one reason or another evaded their specified 
duty and thereby became deserters, technically or actually. 
They were made deserters by the fact that from the time that 
they placed their names on the registration card they were 
potentially in the armed forces of the country and if they failed 
to oibserve any of the rules or regulations issued at any time 
they were breaking the law. 

Under date of December 27, 1917, a telegram from General 
Crowder was received by the Adjutant Grenerars ofllce urging 
that an eftort be made iby city, county and state authorities to 
apprehend these deserters. Under War Department regulations, 
a reward of <^5(> was payable to the arresting officer^ and as soon 
as the fact that a reward was payable was made public vigilance 
was increased on the part of the officers and a number of de- 
serters began to be turned over to army posts and camps. 

The first entrainment of negro registrants from Minnesota First Quote 
was ordered during the five-day period beginning October 27, JJcaSp** 
19-17. They were to be sent to Camp Dodge. Very few regis- Dodi*. 
trants of this color were to be found in the state outside of 
Minneapolis and St. Paul and in consequence the major part of 
the entrainment was made from these two cities. Parades were 
held, bands played, banquets were given — ^in fact, the send-ofC 
the colored men received was worthy of 'their often repeated 
assertion that they are "good fighting men." This boast was 
later made good on the <battle fields of France. 

The War Department, recognizing that one dentist to each Dentist Vol* 
thousand enlisted men, according to regulations, would not be XJ^^gJi^V* 
sufficient to care for the Brobdingnagian increase in the enlisted tlvti' " ToVtli.

teeth of the drafted men before their entrainment for camp. 
The appeal to the dental profession was met with an overwhelm- 
ing response, and from the latter part of October, 1917, each 
registered man in Class 1, subject to call into service, was ex- 
amined and treated, if necessary, by these volunteers. Where 
fillings, bridge work or plates were necessary tiie draftee was 
obliged to pay only the cost of the material. The labor per- 
formed by the dentist was his way of doing his "bit" for th? 
army, and was not to be charged for. 

The terrific amount of correspondence necessary by the 
local, district and state draft boards to the hanging of the 
selective service throughout the United States entailed a tre- 
mendous burden upon the postal facilities. A request was made 
by General Crowder to Postmaster General J. S. Burleson, under 
date of October 13, 1917, to facilitate, as much as possible, the 
transportation of this mail. A special order on the stfbject was 
issued by Postmaster Burleson to all postmasters throughout 
the country, and the delays which in some instances had inter- 
fered seriously with the draft were eliminated by a closer co- 
ordination of work on the part of the postal department. 

Future generations, upon reference to the registration num- 
ber of many of their progenitors, might be somewhat puzzled at 
a half number. This half nuniber, so callecl, was made necessary 
by late registration. Such late registration can be explained by 
one of two causes. Either the registrant willfully failed to 
register on the registration date and was apprehended and then 
forced to register, or he might have been outside the territorial 
limits of the United S-tates on registration day and upon his 
return to this country registered for the selective service within 
five days of his return. 

Many of the local boards, instead of assigning a man a h-alf 
number, such as 1865^, used a letter following the number, 
such as ia65A. The meaning of this half number is the same 
whether the letter is used or not. Unfortunately, it will cause 
many men, whose only fault was that they were out of the 
country at the time of registration, occasions of embarrassing 
explanation in the future. 

About four months ensued from the time of registration for 
the draft until the recognition by congressional action that the 
United States Governqient must supply a monetary allowance to 
the dependents of drafted men and those who had voluntarily 
enlisted in the regular army, navy or marine corps. Under date 
of October 6, 1917, an act of Congress was approved which pro- 
vided for family allowance, allotments, compensation and insur- 
ance for the military and naval forces. 

"Monthly compulsory allotment shall ibe in an amount equal 
to family allowances hereinafter specified, but not more than 
one-half pay, nor less than ?15," the law governing the allot- 
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ments read. "A family allowance not to exceed |50 per month, 
in addition to pay allotted by the man, shall -be paid out of the 
Treasury of the United States. Such family allowance shall be 
paid upon application, which may be made by the man, or made 
by or in behalf of the beneficiary. Those entitled to family 
allowances and schedules are: Wife only, |15; wife and one 
child, |25; wife and two children, $32.50, and '15 per month addi- 
tional for each additional child; no wife, but one child, |5; no 
wife, but two children, $12.50; no wife, but three children, |20; 
no wife, but four children, $30, with |5 per month additional for 
each additional child; one parent, $10; two parents, $20." 

As a direct result of the passage of this compensation act, "Compeiita- 
large numbers of registered men withdrew their claims for ex- created Army 
emption and, feeling it their duty to take a part in this war and ***t«r>»lly- 
assured that their families would have a regular monthly in- 
come, entered the armed service of the United States. Previous 
to the passage of this act large numbers of men, feeling that 
their duty was in the war, taking an active part, but not desiring 
to leave their families in want, joined the Canadian forces, by 
which means they were enabled to care for their families almost 
as well as if they were at *ome. This was made possible by 
means of public subscription in Canada, which cared for the 
families of the men who had gone to the front and made a 
regular monthly allotment to them. 

Although wonderful progress in furnlahing men for the orlflnal 
army had been made under the original system inaugurated at S'jttfo? Not 
the beginning of the operation of the selective service law, it Elastic. 
was soion discovered that even with the countless amendments 
which had been made, the system then in effect was not suf- 
ficiently elastic. Justice and equality to all concerned were the 
underlying principles which must be emphasized, and in order 
to care for that principle the best minds of the country were 
called into service to devise an effective, elastic method of 
selection. 

One was wanted which would list the qualifications of each 
man with the thoroughness that a merchant takes stock of his 
business. The good points and the bad, together with illumi- 
nating bits of the man's history, were desired. A set of ques- 
tions which would cover nearly all conditions of men was the 
method finally adopted, and the "questionnaire" was made an 
integral part of the selective service. 

In contrast with the original method, the questionnaire sys- "Questlon- 
tem was a distinct revolution. Instead of having but one oi two ";^£*" H"^ 
courses open to it in the disposition of the case of a registrant, Original Sys- 
the local board under the new method had wide discretionary 
powers. The old method entailed either absolute acceptance or 
total rejection of the registrant. The new method enabled the 
draft board to classify the registrant in an order of call which 
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would least interfere with the material welfare of the country. 

The questionnaire itself was a 16-page pamphlet. It con- 
tained an exhaustive list of questions which were to be an- 
swered, and the answers sworn to, by the registrant. It was 
printed in sufficient quantity to insure one copy to each of the 
nearly ten million registrants. Although these questions were 
clearly and concisely worded, their very number, it was feared, 
would cause confusion on the part of the registrant in filling 
out the answers.

To solve this difficulty an appeal was made to the lawyers 
of the United States. In this appeal thie members of the legal 
profession were asked to constitute themselves "legal advisors" 
whose duties would consist of advising the registrant as to the 
proper method of filling out his questionnaire. In many cases 
the registrant either did not have the time to go to a legal 
advisor or felt competent to do the work himself, and as a direct 
result the errors were numerous and varied. Self-evident errors 
were detected immediately by the local board and the registrant 
was obliged to make his questionnaire out all over again. 

Special classes, at which open discussion and cohesive inter- 
pretation of the questionnaire were conducted, were formed and 
were attended by the legal advisory members and their assist- 
ants, and by means of this intensive study each of the legal 
advisors secured a standardized knowledge of his duties.

Although hundreds of thousands of lawyers volunteered 
their services for this work, the tremendous task of properly 
filling out approximately nine million questionnaires within a 
period of two months proved too much for the limited number 
of men available. In order to facilitate the work a further appeal 
was made to competent laymen to offer their services as asso- 
ciate members to such legal advisory boards. These laymen 
received instructions from the members of the legal advisory 
board and upon the issuance of the questionnaire both legal 
advisory bodies began their duties. 

Too much stress cannot be laid upon the magnitude of the 
labor involved in properly and adequately filling in the answers 
required by the questionnaire. Members of these legal advisory 
boards served entirely without compensation. They worked 
many hours daily until the task was completed. In some cases 
the eight-hour day was observed twice or more each day.

After the questionnaire had been filled out and action taken 
on it by the local board, classifying the registrant in one of 
the five classifications, a so-called "cover sheet" was required 
to be made out. This "cover sheet" provided for a tabular con- 
densation of the most vital statistics revealed by the question- 
naire. It was necessary that this cover sheet, which accom- 
panied each questionnaire, be completed properly before the 
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case of a registrant could be considered by the district board in 
case an ^.ppeal was made. 

The local boards themselves at this particular period of the 
draft were overwhelmed with work; indeed, many of the local 
boards of Minnesota were in session more than fourteen hours 
daily, seven days a week. It was, therefore, manifestly impossi- 
ble for the members of these boards or any of their clerical 
force to undertake the task presented by the "cover sheets." 

Another appeal was made by General Orowder, this timd .to VoluntMrt 
school teachers, school principals and business men, to take "cover Sheet 
over and perform this detail work on the cover sheet and ex- Work." 
pedite it. Large numbers of volunteers for this work made 
application to the local draft boards. In many cases in Minne- 
sota, schools were closed for one or two days while the older 
pupils, the teachers and principals, together with business men, 
took possession of the questionnaires and filled out the cover 
sheets. An expenditure of more than one-half a million dollars - ^ 
was savea to the Government in clerical hire in Minnesota alone 
by the work of these volunteers. 

It was expected that some time in October would see the Draftees 
final portion of the first quota of selected men on their way to e?Huifory ." 
a training camp. Thousands of these men, expecting soon to 
be called for service, quit work, and when the call was deferred 
from day to day and week to week, the funds of these men soon 
became exhausted and real hardship began. During November 
and December of 1917 a condition existed absolutely unparal- 
leled in the history of this country. These men on seeking tem- 
porary employment and answering their prospective employer's 
question regarding their position in the draft, were refused work 
because they were subject to the next call. The situation rapidly 
developed from one of local importance to a state-wide emer- 
gency. The Adjutant GeneraFs office was importuned daily by 
telephone calls, letters and telegrams on the situation, and at 
last the Adjutant General unoflacially requested the civic organ- 
ization in each city in the state to secure some sort of employ- 
ment for these men. 

Co-operation hetween these civic organizations and the local picture Pre- 
boards adequately cared for the situation and Employment of one JjyiiJable 
kind and another was given these men. An unoflacial promise 
was then secured from Washington to the effect that no more 
such debacles would be mafle in the call of registrants to thp 
colors. This closed one of the most delicate situations regard- 
ing employment of men that the state has yet faced. The pic- 
ture of hundreds of men patriotically willing to enter the army, 
yet because of the temporary delay being unahle to secure em- 
ployment, was one which was not admirable. 
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December 15, 
1917, Last of

By special permission, men in Class 1 who had not yet been 
called and others in deferred classification were permitted to 
enlist in the regular army up to and including December 15, 
1917. That date marked the close of general recruiting for the 
Regular Army and may prove to be the last of the unfair volun- 
teer method of securing men for the army. Much publicity was 
given this ruling and throughout the state, especially In the 
larger cities, the rush of men to enlist swamped the normally 
adequate examination facilities offered by the recruiting sta- 
tions. In St. Paul, Minneapolis and Duluth lines of men, blocks 
long, crept past the examining sergeant. Those who were ac- 
cepted swaggered happily away, while those few who failed to 
pass slouched dejectedly. At one station applicants who were 
in line at midnight December 15 were examined and passed by 
the recruiting sergeant.

So many men being away from home in training camps, it 
was feared by the President that the regular holiday rush of 
gifts, letters and cards would swamp the already sorely taxed 
facilities of the Postoffice Department, and on date of December 
12, 1917, on application of Postmaster General Burleson, all local 
boards were authorized to defer induction of postal employes 
until after January 1, 1918. By this method it was thought that 
the postal force would not be crippled and the men in service 
would be enabled to receive their remembrances from home 
with a minimum of delay. 

As was described in the beginning of this section, regula- 
tions governing the selective service were in a constant state of 
flux. Under Urn original plan, no provision had been made 
whereby an appeal could be taken from the results of a physical 
examination by either the government or the registered men. 
In the rush o<f physical examinations, it was estimated, a num- 
ber of registrants were rejected by the examiners for slight 
physical defects which were remedial or which were of such 
nature that they would not interfere with military service. On 
December 1, 1917, under order of General Crowder, permission 
was given to organize medical and surgical specialists into what 
would be known as "medical advisory boards." 

Only physicians, surgeons and dentists of theTiighest stand- 
ard, and with training which qualified them to pass upon cases 
as specialists, we;"e nominated for service on these boards. The 
primary object of the medical advisory board was to place at the 
call of the Government as well as the registrant the service of 
specialists in all manner of human ailments. These men were 
all volunteers and received no compensation for their labors. 

In case of a controversy as to the relative physical fitness 
of a registrant, or in cases where the local board examining 
surgeon did not feel qualified to either accept or reject the 
registrant, he was sent for special examination to the medical 
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advisory iboard. Ai the hands of these specialists the registrant 
received a rigid and thorough examination, the result of which 
definitely determined in what class he should be placed. 

Closing of voluntary enlistment in the army to registered men Vojuntary 

Induction 
was the cause of a condition which was paradoxical. Hundreds, Takes Place 

reluctant to wait for a call from the Government, desired im- Jj Army*"*"* 
mediately to enter military service. Preferring service in the 
army to that in the Navy or Marine Coitjs, these men were un- 
able to enlist. This condition was brought to the attention of 
General Crowder, and under date of December 17, 1917, permis- 
sion was given for voluntary induction of drafted men into cer- 
tain camps and for certain branches of the army. This permis- 
sion was seized upon avidly by these registrants and proved to 
be of material aid in increasing the armed forces of this coun- 
try. Voluntary induction was, in effect, enlistment, the only dif- 
ference being that the registrant, instead of passing through 
the recruiting office of the army, passed through the draft board. 
The need for trained men in nearly every vocation found in 
civil life was early experienced in the operation of the draft 
The questionnaire method was only a partial solution of this dif- 
ficulty, as it merely enabled a census of the man power of the 
United States between the ages of 21 and 31 years to be classi- 
fied according to vocation and training. 

The Federal Board for Vocational Education was then or- Federal 
ganized. Eugene Prosser, director of Dunwoody Industrial Insti- voMtlanal 
tute, Minneapolis, Minn., was chosen its chairman. This board's Education 
work was primarily to initiate methods whereby registered men ^^ 
could receive further instruction along lines which would render 
their skill more readily availaJble for military use. One example 
of the work of this board occurred shortly after its organization. 
Several thousand mechanics of all kinds were needed Immedi- 
ately for work in camps and cantonments. A hurried survey of 
the questionnaires was ordered and the required number of men 
secured by voluntary induction. These men then received a 
short, intensive period of training in army methods and were 
thus enabled to satisfactorily and immediately care for the emer- 
gency. 

Not all the mechanics or skilled tradesmen could be sent "Emerfeney 
into military service, as General Crowder and Secretary Baker Batlwi"*De-*' 
have since announced : "Jt is not the intention nor the spirit of fere Needdd 
the selective service act to blindly disrupt home industries." 
Some method of deferring skilled mechanics and others who 
would otherwise be placed in Class 1 and made subject to call 
for military service was necessary. Thousands of manufactur- 
ing concerns were supplying the material, finished and unfin- 
ished, on army and navy contracts. In order, therefore, not to 
interrupt the production of such manufacturing establishments. 
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what was termed "the emergency fleet classification" was then 
devised. 

This "emergency fleet classiflcation" was a method whereby 
necessary mechanics coiuld be deferred in their call to the colors 
from month to month. During the length of their employment 
on army or navy contracts their employers, with the consent of 
the Government inspector, could make application for deferred 
classification of these necessary workers. 

With the coming of 1918 a request was received from the 
Chief Medical Officer at Camp Dodge that local board examining 
surgeons and one delegate from each medical advisory board in 
the state meet at the state Capitol building on January 14, 191S, 
for a conference. The purpose of this conference was to make 
uniform the medical^examination of drafted men throughout the 
fjtate. Not that there was any lack of uniformity on the part of 
local board examiners, or on the part of medical advisory board 
examiners, but there was a lack of uniformity between these 
officers and the army examiners in the training camps. An 
almost unanimous response was had to the invitation, and two 
sessions, both lasting several hours, were held Instead of the 
one originally scheduled. 

Examining methods in use by army surgeons at Camp Dodge 
were, vividly and technically explained by the visitor. As a 
direct result of this conference standards of physical examina- 
tion were stiffened and the percentage of rejections for physical 
disability at Oamp Dodge was cut from 2% to less than 1% of 
the total quota. The beneficial results of this conference were 
later transmitted to the office of the Provost Marshal General at 
Was:hington and a request made that there be more of these 
conferences held from time to time. 

Not all local board members were in a position to donate 
iheir services to the United States, and the question of com- 
pensation proved to be one of the serious stumbling blocks to an 
nffective operation of the selective service. Under a system in- 
augurated at the beginning of the draft, members of local and 
ilistriot boards were entitled to a monthly compensation not to 
ijxceed |150. 

After a careful investigation, covering a period of over three 
1 aonths and extending over the entire country, it was decided by 
Ihe office of the Provost Marshal General that this flat rate of 
l)ay was neither fair nor just. Each local and district board "^as 
then asked as to their idea of the proper method of compensa- 
tion to draft board members. 

A decision was at last reached, and on January 10, 1918, a 
bulletin was issued fixing a unit basis for compensation. This 
unit basis was at the rate of 30 cents per man per board per 
final classification. The words "final classification" meant that 
"V^rherever a re^strant was finally placed in Class 1, 2, 3, 4, or 5, 
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such final classification was sufficient ground for the allotted 
compensation. 

In making final classification the l>asis for compensation, all 
temptation was removed and there could be no possibility of a 
commercial evasion of the extraordinary powers conferred upon 
local and district board members. Many of the local and dis- 
trict board members in Minnesota at this time signified their 
willingness to serve without compensation. Others who claimed 
compensation turned the money thus secured into the coffers of 
the Red Cross, Y. M. C. A., Knights of Columbus, Salvation 
Army, or other organizations whose war relief work was worthy. 
These unselfish actions on the part of these members cannot be 
too highly appreciated by both the State of Minnesota and the 
United States. 

Success of the British-Canadian Mission and a desire fof Pollth 
autonomous representation In the war led prominent representa- muSou iBt- 
tives in the United States of the Polish pe(^le to request per- fln^Work. 
mission to recruit for a Polish army. This permission was 
given on November 30, 1917. The Polish Recruiting Mission in 
Minnesota requested permission of General Rhlnow to seek re- 
cruits among the Polish registrants who had been placed in- 
Class 5 because of aliency. The question was taken up with 
General Crowder, who granted the desired permission. 

The recruits thus obtained were sent to Niagara-on-the-Lake, 
Ontario, Canada, for training. They were equipped with a 
horizon-blue uniform, the same as that worn by the French poilu, 
but with a shoulder brassard on which were the words "Polish 
Army." After receiving military instructions at this camp the 
men were sent overseas to form a component part of the Polish 
army in France. Dispatches received since the departure of 
these men would indicate that they are exercising the old 
Hebraic law of "An eye for an eye and a tooth for a tooth" in 
their bitter battle against the nation that ravaged and laid waste 
their country. 

As thB result of a fire In the offices of a local board in Mis- Fireproof 
souri the attention of the Federal draft authorities was abruptly DnSt'SeoM^t 
brought to the high valuation which should be placed on all the Bequttted. 
records maintained in connection with the draft. An order was 
issued on January 17, 1918, requesting all local boards to secure 
fireproof storage places for the safe keeping of these records. 
In the msijOTitj of instances throughout the rural sections of 
Minnesota the local boards were situated in county offices and 
thus had access to fireproof vaults. This, however, was not the 
case in the quarters maintained by the urbSn boards and calls 
were made by such as these upon patriotic citizens to supply 
such fireproof cases. So far in Minnesota none of these records 
have been lost or destroyed through any cause. 
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(Marriage of men in the draft age subsequent to May IS, 1917, 
had produced a peculiar situation, as has already been discussed, 
and in order that the opinion of the members of the four dis- 
triot boards might be obtained a meeting was held in the state 
Capitol building on Sunday, January 27, 19 IS. It was the opinion 
of all who attended that the burden of the proof, in order to 
obtain a deferred classification, should be placed on the regis- 
trant In any claim where it was alleged that real hardship to 
the wife or child would result if the registrant were taken for 
the army, proof which would stand a rigid search must be fur- 
nished to the board. 

The premise adopted was that all such registrants had en- 
tered into the marriage relation with full knowledge and notice 
of their military obligations to the government and with the 
assumption and understanding that their marriage would not be 
a claim for deferred classification. In a very few cases, it was 
decided, conditions might have arisen under which deferred 
classification might be prc^erly given to the registrant. The 
procedure recommended at this meeting was that all registrants 
who had married subsequent to May 18, 1917, should be placed 
in Class 1, Division A, and their case appealed by the Govern- 
ment appeal agent to the district board for careful consideration. 

For some unknown reason, a large numl^ of local boards 
labored under the impression at this time that if a registrant 
had failed to return his questionnaire he should be automatically 
placed in Class 1 and made subject to military service when his 
order number was reached. A correction of this impression was 
Issued by General Crowder on January 31, 1918. He informed 
them that it was within their power and jurisdiction to place in 
a deferred class a registrant whose questionnaire had not been 
returned or had not been properly filled out. 

"This discretion should be exercised with the greatest dis- 
crimination," said General Crowder's message, in part. Where 
the registrant was an alien enemy, a non-declarant alien, or in 
the military or naval service of the United States, and failed to 
return his questionnaire, if the board members had authentic 
information to this effect these orders of General Crowder speci- 
fied that a proper deferred classification be given. 

From the voluminous mass of telegrams amending and coun- 
ter-amending the selective service regulations at this time it was 
evident that the Federal draft authorities were cautiously feel- 
ing their way through the new questionnaire method. It was 
no uncommon thing for the Minnesota state draft office to re- 
ceive as high as 15 telegrams in one day from General Crowder 
containing addenda to the draft regulations. The longer the 
draft machinery remained in operation the more unified Its work 
became, however, and the less necessity there was for so many 
changes to be made. At the time this report is written the 
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flood of telegrams had ebbed until a minimum of from one to 
three telegrams daily is the average. 

Hundreds of complaints regarding selected men, sent to Piy*i«*L « 

« ii jr stanaarat of 
training camps only to be rejected there on account of alleged Draft 

physical deficiencies, were made to the Adjutant General at this C***"'*"- 
time. An investigation was begun and it was discovered that 
there was a serious discrepancy between the army physical 
standards used by the examining surgeons at the camps and the 
physical standards outlined for the use ur tne local board exam- 
ining surgeon. It was found to be an impossibility for some 
men who had been passed by the local board surgeon to be ac- 
cepted by the army surgeon at the camp, and through no fault 
of the local board doctor, who had been merely following the 
standards set for him by the regulations. 

This state of affairs was called to the attention of General 
Crowder and under date of February 9, 19'18, the Adjutant Gen- 
eral was notified that changes were being made in the physical 
examination regulations used by the local boards and that they 
would more closely conform to the standards in use by the army 
at the camps. 

With no unfair criticism in mind, but merely with the idea Mitunder-

middle of February, 1918, is worthy of notice. 

A telegram signed by General Crowder, dated February 14, 
19181, read in part as follows: "This department has been re- 
quested by several state headquarters to outline the general 
duties of local boards after the completion of classification. 
Some fifteen thousand citizens compose those boards, and it was 
recognized early that the Government must adopt some policy 
which would enable these men to assist it in its hour of need,, 
yet not take unfair advantage of their patriotism through their 
business and financial loss. To this end the regulations calling 
for classification were planned and put into effect. With this 
work con^pleted, the local boards have finished the great task." 

Chief clerks of each board were authorized to append their 
signatures in the name of the board and, to further quote the 
telegram, "There will be no serious demand on the time of the 
board members and hence no compensation will be provided." 

The reception of this telegram by various local boards 
throughout the state was likened by them to "a bolt of lightning 
from a clear sky." Many of these members, figuring that "inside 
information" regarding the end of the war was being given 
them, forthwith began the arrangement of their personal affairs 
looking toward a peace-time resumption of business. 

This paradise of expectations was short lived, however, and 
in less than ten days another order came from General Crowder 
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wbloh rudely dispelled the dream and brought tiie local board 
members back to a realization that the war was Just as bitter 
as it ever was and their positions just as important as before* 
and instead of being on the verge of a holiday they were con- 
demned to more work. 
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Whenever a registrant desired to enlist in the Navy or 
Marine Corps under the then existing rules, If he were not 
needed to help fill the current quota for men, the local board was 
obliged to give him a release for such enlistment. Whenever a 
man was released (for the Army, the local board was credited for 
one man. No credits, however, were given the local board for 
releases of registrants for the Navy or Marine Corps. A very 
few of the Minnesota draft boards adopted the principle of re- 
fusing permission to enlist in the Navy or Marine Corps because 
they, the local board, received no credit for the man. Governor 
Bumquist telegraphed General Crowder on February 15, 191S, 
asking if local boards were required to release registrants not 
in the current quota for enlistment in the Navy or Marine Corps. 
General Crowder's answer said : "Local 'board NOT authorised to 
prohibit enlistment in Navy in issuing certificate." The recep- 
tion and publication of this telegram materially assisted the 
Navy and Marine recruiting campaign. 

Medical advisory boards, under the Selective Service rules, 
were required to physically examine registrant^ whose cases had 
been transferred by their local board, or who had been called 
to service by their local board and were not within their board 
jurisdiction. The medical advisory board located in Minneapolis 
reported to the Adjutant General's office that as a result of this 
rule they were swamped with work and were entirely unable to 
care for the physical examination of out-of-town registrants. At 
this time this particular advisory board was examining hun- 
dreds of registrants whose cases had been appealed on one 
ground or another. 
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Notification of this state of affairs in this particular medical 
advisory board was given General Crowder by General Rhinow, 
and an amendment to the selective service rules was immedi- 
ately made which permitted physical examination of out-of-town 
registrants to be made by the nearest local board to the tem- 
porary residence of the registrant. A large majority of these 
out-of-town registrants were quartered in downtown hotels, lodg- 
ing or rooming houses. In consequence the labor of the exami- 
nation fell heaviest on the Fifth Division Local Board of Minne- 
apolis. Credit should here be given to tills local board for the 
efficient manner in which they cared for these cases. Temporary 
quarters were secured in the Federal building, Minneapolis, and 
daily examinations held until the rush of examinations had 
ceased. 
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Subdivision of each of the five classifications adopted under cUuifi««tiM 
the questionnaire method caused much confusion in the minds cauUt 
of the public. The confusion resulted from an erroneous idea ©•"*"•'•■• 
that men in Class 1, Division A, would be called to service be- 
fore men in Class 1, Division B, and so down through the sub- 
divisions of each classification, irrespective of the order number. 
This erroneous idea gained such wide credence that it was 
necessary to conduct a very extensive publicity campaign by 
the aid of the newspapers throughout Minnesota to correct this 
impression. 

In this publicity campaign it was thoroughly explained that 
the order number, and only the order number, was the deter- 
mining factor in the order of call to service within his classifica- 
tion. To further explain, a registrant with order number 250, 
but who has been placed in Class 1, Division C, would be called 
to service before a registrant witii order number 2€0 who had 
been placed in* Class 1, Division A. 

Subdivision of classification had for its primary object the 
securing of statistical information. For statistical purposes It 
would not be right to throw together single men, married men 
who were dependent upon their wife's labor for support, men 
who had claimed no deferred classification irrespective of their 
dependency obligation, ^tc. As soon as the public realized the 
principle imderlying the subdivision of each classification ther^ 
was no further confusion, but for a short period of time until 
this explanation was understood each local board was hampered 
in its work by questions on this problem. 

The "certificate of final classification" which was given to Tratlela 
each registrant was a small card. Among the few unscrupulous ciJJJfJ***^*" 
registrants, when they were finally inducted into service, these Stoppttf. 
final certificates were bartered to men of draft age who for one 
reason or another had failed to register for the draft. This 
final certificate, then, for a short period of time rendered them 
immune from arrest for failure to register. On March 1, 1W8, 
General Crowder so amended the selective service regulations 
that at the final roll call, prior to entrainment for camp, each 
drafted man was required to turn over to his local draft board 
his certificate of final classification. If the registrant had lost 
his certificate, or claimed to have lost it, a written and detailed 
explanation was required to be filed with the board. This 
method automatically eliminated any attempts at evasion of the 
draft act by this particular method. 

During the period from February Ist to the latter part of 
April many hundreds of specially trained registrants were in- 
ducted into service and sent to camps in the south and south- 
west. From information conveyed in the induction call for 
these men it was understood by the Adjutant General's office 
that construction complications demanded the induction of high- 
ly skilled inechanlcs and other tradesmen. Apiong the tradei^ e^ 
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pecially called for were bricklayers, mechanics of all descrip- 
tions, carpenters, blacksmiths, farriers, construction foremen, 
and lumber and sawmill experts. 



"Nation's 
Want Col- 
umn" Fills 
Emeroeney 
Need. 



These men were largely secured by what was known as 
"The Nation's Want Column." A lisc of the needed occupations 
was printed in poster style and sent to each local board. These 
posters were displayed in such a manner that the attention of 
the registered men of that -division would be attracted to it. If 
any of these registrants were in a position to voluntarily serve 
they were asked to do so, and by this means, it was understood, 
a serious emergency was met. 

Although the operation of the draft, as far as Minnesota was 
concerned, dated historically from June 5, 1917, the first men to 
be sent to the training camps left in September, 1917. Thus 
the question of drafting of farm labor had been, a purely aca- 
demic one. Now that spring had arrived and seeding time with 
it, the question was removed from its academic and made into 
a personal, pertinent, timely matter. The question of the food 
supply was a vital one not only for tais country but for the 
countries which were allied in the winning of the war. Calls for 
men were coming faster and faster because of the completion of 
training camps and the increased facilllies for handling men. 
The question of the disposition of the farmer registrants wa^ 
one which was of great importance to everybody. 
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In order to insure the sowing of a large crop and its proper 
cultivation, it became necessary to defer the call to service for 
the time being of men who were actively, completely, and assidu- 
ously engaged in the planting or cultivation of crops. This was 
done on the urgent representation to General Crowder by the 
food administration. 

In round numbers, more than 9,000 men in Minnesota were 
thus deferred in their call to the colors. These men were per- 
mitted to remain on the farm, cultivate and harvest their crops, 
and in many cases sow their winter wheat before they were re- 
quired to enter the army. ^'Fighting the foe with the hoe" was 
the duty of these farmer registrants, and because of their sturdy 
battle Minnesota was enabled to produce one of the largest and 
most valuable crops in its history. 

This was not the only means adopted for insuring a large 
crop. If farmers had already been sent to service and their 
assistance was needed for cultivation or harvest purposes, a 
furlough for the necessary period of time from the training camp 
to the farm was made possible by a further amendment of the 
selective service regulation. Wihile no figures are available, it 
has been estimated by county agricultural agents through the 
state, in the neighborhood of 3,600 men were thus called back 
fro^military life to civil life in order to insure that while "the 
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world was being made safe for democracy," democracy should 
not go hungry. 

At this stage of the operation of selective service, registrants JJ^'qimim '" 
following their physical examinations were divided into three NowEitab- 
general classes. Formerly there had been one of two things to "•■•■• 
do, either accept a registrant physically or reject him. Into the 
first physical class, Class A, were placed all men fit for general 
military service, i.e., men whose physical qualifications were 
such as to not Interfere with their assignment to any department 
of active military endeavor; into Class B were placed men who, 
because of minor or curable physical defects, were unfit for 
general military servi-ce but still could be used in departments 
not requiring physical perfection; into Class C were placed men 
who were permanently physically unfit for any form of military 
service. 

One of the Inevitable results of this classification was dis- 
affection among the men placed in Class B, special or limited 
military service. A large number of the men so placed in this 
classification felt humiliated and many and varied were the 
steps taken by them to get out of this limited service class and 
into Class A, general service class. Instances were related in 
the state press of a man whose excessive weight was the 
cause of his classification in the special or limited service class,* 
underwent a rigorous course of training to eliminate his super- 
fiuous flesh. Others who, by reason of their excessive thinness, 
were placed in this classification, endeavored to pick up the flesh 
that was being dropped by their more heavily padded brethren. 
Still others who needed a slight or minor surgical operation or 
medical attention, immediately underwent such care as was 
deemed necessary by their physicians. For these reasons Class 
B, special or limited military service, was in a constant state of 
nux and many good soldiers were obtained. 

As in the formation of a new trade or profession where saleetivt 
words are coined or old words inclined to a new meaning, so the f* ?£? ^*** 
selective service added to the labor of the lexicographers. As iraplier«' 
an example, the word "induction," whose dictionary meaning is '■•^'^ 
"The process of putting Into ofllce," was changed into the mean- 
ing of selective service manual to be "The process of taking 
from civil life and placing into military life those men who had 
been selected for that purpose by their local draft boards." 
Other terms and phrases of peculiar importance to the selective 
service are "deferred classification," "selected man," "contin- 
gent," "quota," "allotment," "call," and "quota basis." 

There are four methods of induction recognized under the FourPro« 
regulations: General induction; voluntary Induction; individual JJdurtlwi 
Induction; and special induction. General induction is the lntoAr«y. 
process of placing into the army in a normal manner men called 
to fill a normal state quota. 'Hiese men are not required to 
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have any special knowledge or any special qualification. Volun- 
tary induction is the process of voluntarily offering one's self to 
the filling of any call. Individual induction is the process of 
calling individually certain registrants by properly authorized 
army officials. Special induction is the calling to service of 
registrants usually, hut not necessarily, skilled along certain 
lines. 
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Many local boards, in their endeavor to follow out the 
selective service regulations, forwarded questionnaires to men 
in military or naval forces of the United States who were over- 
seas, or to the Adjutant General of the Army, in order that these 
questionnaires might be properly filled out and returned. At 
this particular period in the "winning of the war" shipping space 
was extremely valuable. Questionnaires in quantities took up 
much valuable space and thus prevented transportation of food- 
stuffs, munitions of war, clothing, or other necessities. Notifica- 
tion was given the local boards that when evidence was pre- 
sented which beyond a reasonable dou»>t established the fact 
that the registrajit was in active service that he should be 
placed in Class 5 without the formality of sending a question- 
naire to him. By this cutting of the Gordian knot large amounts 
of cargo space were saved and a tremendous amount of routine 
"paper work" was eliminated on the part of the fighting men* 
overseas. 
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Toward the last of April the question of divulging any in- 
formation contained in the questionnaires filed by registrants 
was discussed and settled by an order from General Crowder for- 
bidding any such practice. The only exception that was made 
to thife rule was the granting of permission to any accredited 
representative of the Army intelligence. Navy fntelligence. Secret 
Service, Department of Justice, or other investigational officers 
of the Federal Government, to examine records of any registrant 
in the possession of the draft boards. 



Certain Aliens 
to be Placed 
in Class 5. 



The sequel to the ten months' investigation of the inter- 
national status of friendly aliens was reached on May 3, I^-IS, 
wnen an order by General Crowder required "all persons dis- 
charged from the army on the ground of alienage or upon the 
request of the accredited diplomatic representative of the coun- 
try of which the man is a citizen or subject" to be placed in 
Class 5. 

Care of tubercular registrants by state organizations was 
recommended early in 1918 by General Crowder. By this method 
it was hoped soon to have each state anti-tubercular society in 
possession of all the data regarding the male consumptives in 
the draft age. 
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A strenuous campaign against tlie "wiiite plague" was begun 
by the Federal Government among its armed forces, and the 
military, through the local boards, were requested on May 20, 
1918, to cooperate with the state anti-tuberculosis forces in an 
endeavor to stamp out the disease. 

Forged communi-cations to local boards, by means of which 
it was hoped to escape military service, were exposed by General 
Crowder during the first part of June, 1918. A wide variety of 
the methods in use were catalogued and members of the boards 
were warned not to permit any registrant to use them effec- 
tively. In many cases, where the individual had not registered, 
it was hoped iby means of these letters to prove that he was 
either over or under the age limit then existing. 

A eulogy of the work done by the local, district and medical 
advisory boards was given in a telegram from General Crowder 
on the first anniversary of the draft, June 5, 1918. The telegram 
read as follows: 

"One year ago occurred the first registration for mili- 
tary purposes of the young manhood of the Nation. Ten 
million men responded in a single day. This accomplish- 
ment was nothing short of marvelous. The task of utilizing 
the enormous force seemed unachievable. But the work of 
classification of this great mass of man power in such a way 
as to permit of its organization and molding into an effective 
army was intrusted- to 4,&63 local boards and 156 district 
boards, constituting a force of nearly 15,000 of the leading 
citizens of every community who, assisted in their work ihy 
more than 100,000 equally patriotic volunteers, have per- 
formed a work that challenges the attention and excites the 
admiration of all our people. 

"Well miay we paAise today, while another million of 
our youths enter the lists, and survey the results of the 
year's work. :Each registrant has been examined and his 
availability for military service has been determined. In 
other words, these millions of men have been classified in 
such a manner that the Nation may now call for them to* 
come forward into the army. No call can be so large that 
it will not be filled immediately, whether the number be 
such as may ibe filled by those who have ;been found to 
stand in the front rank of availables or so great that men 
standing in the second, third or fourth ranks of availaibility 
must go forward. In other words, these millions of men 
who one year ago were an inert mass have become a mobile 
army. Each hias found his place and each in his proper 
turn has marched or awaits the order to march. 

"These results could not have .been accomplished except 
through the devoted and unselfish labor of patriots. The 
local and district boards have scored an unprecedented tri- 
umph and have earned the undying gratitude of the Nation. 
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They have already sent into camp. Including those under 
orders for June mobilization, an army of more than a mil- 
lion and a half men. They have already produced as sol- 
diers one man out of every eix registrants, and the world 
stands in profound astonishment as it views this accomplish- 
ment. 

•HUoni^ensated poorly, if at all, except by the gratitude 
and affection of their neighbors and of the Nation at large, 
the iboardis have labored incessantly through the enervating 
heat of last summer, only to find a etiU greater task await- 
ing their unceasing devotion throughout the rigors of the 
following winter. Then, having accomplished the classifica- 
tion, they found themselves confronted with the mobiliza- 
tion of millions of men, and accurately and promptly they 
have performed and are performing this labor. Much work 
yet remains. Today the new men of twenty-One are 'being 
registered and must be speedily classified. On the first 
of next month the local and district boards will be invested 
with the still further responsibility of preventing idleness 
and of unproductive employment whi<ih is not effective to 
the Nation in the emergency. Some boards will review their 
work and correct those inequalities which have been un- 
avoidahle in so tremendous an undertaking. 

"The Nation, however, with full confidence in the men 
who have performed these great tasks in the past, face the 
future without foreboding. The splendid Work of our local 
and district boards and of the other great volunteer army 
of assiistants has filled, us with admiration. They have "been 
tried and found true and ao long as this war may last our 
pec^Ie are happy in the complete assurance that this great 
organiajation will not fail the Nation. Crowder." 

In this splendid tribute to the men who made the success of 
the Selective Service possible General Crowder paid a high 
tribute to himself as an organizer. He realized that the^brk 
was of such nature that it needed and required the assistance of 
th^ type of men whose services could not be purchased for this 
kind of 'work, but who were of the type that when their country 
needed them could be relied upon to step in and laibor until the 
task was completed. 

In this acknowledgment, and also in an interview given to 
the press, he declared himself supremely satisfied with the ex- 
ceptionally high character of the membership of the draft boards 
throughout the country. 
8«eMd The first registration for the Selective Service was held on 

Hefd'juiie?, J^^© 5, 1917. One year later, to the day, the second registration 
^9i9. was held. The men who registered were those who had attained 

their majority subsequent (to June 6, 15*17, and prior to June 6, 
I^IS. While the registration entailed the appearance of a little 
under one million men, its psychological effect was even greater 
than the first registration. 
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Casualty lists had appeared for several months ibearing the 
names of the dead, wounded and missing of our troops overseas, 
but the calling for these youths who uad just reached their 
majority, yet who had not cast their first vote, made a deep and 
lasting impression on the minds of the American public. 

While (thoroughly legal in every respect, a situation arose Unfair En- 
and was investigated that was not a "square deal" to a large (j5JS?!Iid**^ 
num-ber of the registered men. With the idea in mind of enlist- El^'^^

ing in either the Navy or the Marine Uorps, a number of regis- 
trants presented evidence which insured their ibeing placed in a 
deferred classification. These same men then secured a release 
from their local boards and enlisted in the Navy or Marine 
Corps. 

It was a granted premise at that time, and still is, that both 
these branches of service are essential to the successful carrying 
on of the war, yet this practice mildly perverted the principle of 
the regulations, and under date of June 7, IWS, an order was 
issued which corrected the situation. 

The order specified that any registrant who had been placed 
in a deferred classification and who desired to enlist in any 
specific branch of armed service must first be placed in Class 1, 
and then if he was not needed to fill any current quota of the 
local board he could secure a release to enlist in his chosen 
branch of service. 

This idea was further carried out in an order which per- Friendly

mitted any resident alien to enlist in the military forces of a mittedto 
co-belligerent of the United States. This order enabled the alien 5lltive*F"afr 
to practically choose between fighting under the Stars and 
S-tripes or that fiag under which he had been born or for which 
he held the most respect. It was avidly seized on by a large 
numher of the non-English-speaking aliens and for quite a little 
time the recruiting staffs of the embassies of the various foreign 
countries were kept busy. 

With the idea of still further unifying the physical standards geeond 
of the draft boards and the regular army examining surgeons, SJlJJi'JJj" 
new physical examination regulations were issued on June 11, Reiulationt 
19181. This was the second change made in these regulations, 
and it was thought that this would hring into still closer union 
these two different branches of physical examiners. 

The change was badly needed, as in a certain shipment of 
men to a centrally located camp the percentage of rejections 
suddenly jumped from less than 2% to more than 20%. The 
examinations at the local draft boards had been no less rigid 
than they were before, but the variance between the two stand- 
ards was emphasized more strongly when the army standards 
were strictly applied. 
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Re-examina- 
tian Ordered 
of Current 
Quota. 



As soon as these new regulations liad been received the 
Adjutant General ordered each local board in the state to re- 
examine all its contingent who were to go to Camp Grant in 
the June call. The men were gone over systematically and 
there was a calm assumption that Minnesota would have a. 
record-breaking minimum of rejections. 

Much to the surprise of everyone connected with the draft 
in Minnesota shortly after the June contingent arrived in Camp 
Grant the rejected men began pouring back to their local boards. 
Some of the boards in the state had as m.uch as 25% rejections 
on this C9,ll. 



Perfunctory 
Examination 
Complained 
of by Rejected. 



The men rejected all complained of a perfunctory examina- 
tion at the camp and as a result of their testimony a "smoking" 
letter of complaint was sent to the camp tiommander at Camp 
Grant and also to General Crowder. 

These wholesale rejections at Camp Grant caused much 
avoidable expense to the government in the transportation and 
subsistence of the men and, in the opinion of the Adjutant Gen- 
eral, were the result of a too captious examination. 



Conscientious 
Objectors 
to be Met 
Firmly. 



The question of disposition of conscientious objectors, even 
in Biblical times, was one which had to be met with a firm but 
kind appreciation that all do not function alike in their methods 
of thought and life; On June 11, 1918, General Crowder stipu- 
lated that a claim by a conscientious objector should not be re- 
garded as prima facie evidence of a deferred classification. A 
certificate of non-combatancy should be issued the objector if 
he was in Class 1, if the local board was convinced of the 
honesty of his claim, but otherwise no action should be taken on 
the claim until he had passed through the regular channels of 
the draft.

In direct contrast to the conscientious objector, the eager- 
ness of the youthful registrants of June 5, 1918, to get into 
service was refreshing. Like high-bred race horses, straining 
Uieir necks, ears pricked forward, nostrils distended, these 
youths fairly quivered with the intense desire to get into some 
form of armed service. 

The importunities of this class of registrants became so 
strong and imperative that permission to enlist in the Navy or 
Marine Corps was given by General Crowder on June 11, 1918. 
As a direct result of this permission the class of 1918 (as it was 
then called) was seriously depleted by such enlistments of these 
youngsters. 



Rail Control 
Makes 
Changes 
Necessary. 



When the Government took over control of rail transporta- 
tion various supercharges, for different gradations of service 
rendered, were established. These charges necessitated a slight 
change in the transportation requests used by the local boards 
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to secure transportation needed for the various contingents of 
drafted men ordered to training camps. . 

Where drafted men were required to travel more than 14 
hours en route to their destination, and where such travel would 
normally require sleeping accommodations, and where tourist 
sleepers could be secured, under the regulations it was impera- 
tive that such tourist sleepers he used. Where "tourists" were 
not available standard Pullman accommodations were permitted. 

Taking over the direction of the railroads created an in- 
tangible mental attitude on the part of the drafted men which 
almost invariably resulted in the feeling that they were being 
cared for in a thoroughly efficient governmental manner. It 
completed the heretofore broken chain of governmental contact. 
From the moment of their call to their arrival in camp the 
drafted men were under the direct supervision of Government 
employes, there being no interposition of private ownership. 

May 18, 1917, in addition to being the date of the enactment 
of the Selective Service law was also the "dead line" after 
which marriage would not be considered, of itself, a basis for 
deferred classification. The new registration, June 5, 1918, 
broughi a class of registrants who had arrived at the age of 21 
years subsequent to June 5, 1917, and prior to June 6, 1918. It 
obviously would have been unfair to use May IS, 1917, as the 
"dead line" for marriage contracted by ^hese registrants, and 
so January 15, 1918, the date of the introduction of the joint 
resolution regarding the new registration, was adopted as the 
date after which these registrants could not marry and request 
a deferred classification as a result. 

It was with much pleasure that the A'djutant General re- 
viewed a recapitulation sheet showing the number of requests 
for deferred classification based on marriages subsequent to 
January 15, 1918. This recapitulation graphically showed that 
these requests were considerably less, in proportion, than the 
preceding class of registrants. The figures were in the neigh- 
borhood of a 70 per cent reduction. 

The number of the marriages, in proportion, had not de- 
creased, but the number of requests for deferred classification on 
that ground had. Analytical observers were of the opinion that 
a deeper national realization of the seriousness of the war had 
taiken hold of the younger generation and was the cause of this 
splendid showing. 

A thorough examination of the case of every registrant not 
yet called to the colors was ordered by General Crowder on 
June 22, 1918. The purpose of this was to ascertain if any 
material changes had taken place in the economic or family 
conditions of each registrant. A reclassification of every regis- 
trant whose condition had changed so as to materially affect his 
classification in the draft was ordered.

This work pertained to thos€ registrants who had been 
placed in Class 2, A and B; Class 3, A, B and C, and Class 4, A, 
particularly. As these classifications deal exclusively with de- 
pendency relations, it was thought with the passage of time 
that some changes might have occurred which would be suf- 
ficient ground for reclassification by the local boards. 

The first two classifications, Class 2, A and B, stipulate as 
follows: 

"Class 2, A. 'Married men with children, or father 
of motherless children, where such wife or children, or 
such motherless children are not mainly dependent on 
his labor for support for the reason that there are other 
reasonably certain sources of adequate support (exclud- 
ing earnings or possible earnings from the labor of the 
wife) available, and that the removal of the registrant 
will not deprive such dependents of support.* 

"Class 2, B. 'Married men without children, whose 
wife, although the . registrant is engaged in a useful oc- 
cupation, is not mainly dependent on his labor for sup- 
port, for the reason that the wife is skilled in some 
special class of work which she is physically able to 
perform, and in which she is employed, or in which 
there is an immediate opening for her under condi- 
tions that will enable her to* support herself decently 
and without suffering or hardship.' 

"Class 3, A. 'Man with dependent children (not 
his own) but toward whom he stands in the relation of 
parent.' 

"Class 3, B. 'Man with dependent aged or infirm 
parents.' 

Class 3, C. 'Man with dependent or helpless broth- 
ers or sisters.' 

"Class 4, A. 'Man whose wife or children are main- 
ly dependent upon his labor for support.' " 

Realizing that a period of more than a year can and does 
produce many changes in family relationship, this reclassifica- 
tion was ordered. A sincere effort on the part of each local 
board to meet the intent as well as the letter of this reclassifi- 
cation order resulted in many thousands of registrants in Minne- 
sota being placed in Class 1. Not all the reclassification was 
from deferred classes to Class 1. Many thousands of primary 
class registrants were placed in. deferred classes as the result 
of changes in the family relationship or in business conditions.

After the first startled gasp from registrants in deferred 
classification, the necessity of such reclassification was dis- 
cerned and the information necessary to a thorough and com- 
plete reclassification was gladly furnished the local board. Each 
draft headquarters was crowded night after night during this

period with registrants and their families who were present to 
furnish the needed information. 

Many cases were hrought to light where financial reverses 
had made the conditions of many of the registrants deplorable. 
Disease and death in other cases had wrought havoc with the 
producers of the families, and if it had not been for this re- 
classification order little of this information would have been 
given to Oie local board by the registrant through a mistaken 
idea of patriotism. 

When the Selective Service was instituted it was specifically 
stated that no control of industry was contemplated. The in- 
troduction of the questionnaire method furnished an accurate 
census of the industrial qualifications of every registrant, and 
when sufficient time had elapsed for a comprehensive study of 
the tabulated information secured from the questionnaires the 
"work or fight" order was promulgated. 

Under the provisions of this order, roughly speaking, those 
registrants engaged in non-productive labor or employment were 
obliged to seek productive employment On the face of it this 
order was a drastic one, but in its practical application little, if 
any, real disturbance in industrial conditions resulted. Employers 
of labor, such as department store and other retail establish- 
ments, were obliged to secure more female help, but the change 
was made by degrees and there was no violent disruption. 

Those affected by this order were: 

**Persons engaged in the serving of food and drink, 
or either, in public places, including hotels, social clubs; 
passenger elevator operators and attendants, and door 
men, foot men, carriage openers and other attendants 
at clubs, hotels, stores, apartment houses, office build- 
ings and bath houses; persons, including ushers and 
other attendants, engaged and occupied in and In con- 
nection with games, sports and amusements, excepting 
actual performers in legitimate concerts, operas or 
theatrical performances; persons employed in domestic 
service; sales clerks and other clerks employed in 
stores and other mercantile establishments." 

In order that the foregoing "non-productive occupations or 
employments" might be further elaborated, General Crowder, 
under date of June 21, 1918, furnished an explanation of the 
various occupations affected by the order. 

Thousands of letters and telegrams of inquiry relating to 
the new order almost swamped the office of the Provost Marshal 
General. These queries* were occasioned by the fact that the 
outline of occupations affected was intentionally made some- 
what vague. 

Realizing that it is impossible to draft a set of laws or regu- 
lations to govern human methods of gaining a livelihood which

will adequately cover the innumerable necessary exceptions. 
General Crowder and his advisors purposefully omitted specify- 
ing too elaborately any immutable regulations in this order. 

In General Crowder's explanations of the "work or fight" 
order the paragraph "Persons engaged in the serving of food 
and drink, or either, in public pla<;es, including hotels and social 
clubs," was not made applicable to "managers, clerks, cooks or 
other employees, unless they were engaged in the serving of 
food or drink, or either." 

In the paragraph specifying "passenger elevator operators 
and attendants" the words "other attendants include bell boys, 
and also include porters, unless such porters are engaged in 
heavy work." 

The paragraph pertaining to "persons employed in domestic 
service" was held in the explanation to "not include public or 
private chauffeurs, unless they are also engaged in other oc- 
cupations or employments defined as non-productive." 

The paragraph specifying "sales clerks and other clerks 
employed in stores and other mercantile establishments" was 
explained to "not include store cxtKiutives, managers, super- 
intendents, nor the heads of such departments as accounting, 
financial, advertising, credit, purchasing, delivery, receiving, 
shipping and other departments; does not include registered 
pharmacists employed in wholesale and retail drug stores or 
establishments, and does not include traveling salesmen, buyers, 
delivery drivers, electricians, engineers, carpet layers, uphol- 
sterers, nor any employees doing heavy work outside the usual 
duties of clerks." 

The words "sales clerks and other clerks" do include the 
clerical force in the office and in all departments of stores and 
mercantile establishments. 



Order 

Amended to 
Exclude 
Amusement 
Workers. 



This order was amended under date of July 6 to exclude 
"owners and managers, actual performers, including musicians, 
in legitimate concerts, operas, motion pictures, or theatrical per- 
formances, and the skilled persons who are necessary to such 
productions, performances, or presentations," from the work or 
fight provisions. 

By this means such skilled workers as motion picture oper- 
ators, camera men, and others, whose services were vital to the 
continuance of the motion picture industry, were permitted to 
continue in their occupation and thus maintain popular priced 
amusements for the "home folks." 

A number of local boards were in doubt as to the applica- 
tion of the "work or fight" order to registrants finally classified 
in Class 5. Although the Adjutant General's office felt Itself 
competent to rule on the question, a telegram of inquiry was 
sent to General Crowder to secure an authoritative ruling. The 
answer to the query specifically excluded from the operation of 
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the *'work or fight" order any registrant finally classified in 
Class 5, irrespective of their occupation. 

In order that this regulation might not work unnecessary Exceptions to 
hardship the following grounds were specified for acceptance by Explained, 
local and district boards as reasonable excuse for temporary 
idleness or for being engaged in a non-productive occupation or 
employment: 

"Sidkness, reasonable vacation; lack of reasonable 
opportunity for employment in any occupation outside 
of those described, or those hereafter specified by regu- 
lation or rule; temporary absence (not regular vaca- 
tions) from regular employment, not to exceed one week, 
unless such temporary absences are habitual and fre- 
quent, shall not be considered as idleness; where there 
are compelling domestic circumstances which would not 
permit change of employment by the registrant without 
disproportionate hardship to his dependents, or where 
a change from a non-productive to a productive employ- 
ment or occupation would necessitate the removal of 
the registrant from his place of residence, and such re- 
moval would, in the judgment of the board, cause un- 
usual hardship to the registrant or his family; or where 
such change of employment would necessitate the night 
employment o-f women under circumstances deemed by 
the boards as unsuitable for such employment of women, 
boards are authorized to consider any or all of such 
circumstances as reasonable excuse for non-productive 
employment." 

In order to properly fill out and complete, ready for local Lwl Ad- 
board action, the questionnaires of the registrants of June 5, called for 
1915, the services of both legal advisory board members and Service, 
their associates were again called into use. These men per- 
formed a difficult technical task, one which was absolutely 
necessary and yet which would have been an impossibility to 
have been cared for by local board members. It will be remem- 
bered that the services rendered by these legal advisory board 
members are gratuitous. Only the highest calibre of men were 
used for this work, the nature of which demanded intelligence, 
discrimination and tact, as well as an infinite amount of patience. 

To lessen the expense entailed in the delivery of a draft Another 
deserter from points in northern Minnesota or North and South *^^\]\^^ 
Dakota authorization was given to deliver such prisoners to the Point" Desif* 
sheriff at Bismarck, North Dakota, instead of Fort Snelling, 
Minnesota. This was done by command of Major General Barry, 
in charge of the Central Military district. 

It was the general impression that because of the travel 
distance and the cost entailed many draft deserters were not 
being apprehended to the extreme portions of the territory 
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Reserve. 



tributary to Fort Snellin^. Although no accurate figures are 
available, it is estimated by competent military authorities that 
this additional point for delivery of deserters caused an increase 
of approximately 30 per cent of these men to "be apprehended. 

These prisoners would be held in the custody of the sheriff 
at Bismarck until an armed guard could be sent from Fort Snell- 
ing to escort them back to the fort. By this means the expense 
involved in transportation and in feeding the prisoners was re- 
duced to a minimum. 

EJxperienced and able instructors for "aviation ground work" 
in engineering schools instructing men for the army were few 
in number. A large percentage of these instructors were be- 
tween the ages of 21 years to 31 years old, the then existing 
draft age limits. In order to make sure of the retention of these 
instructors as such, General Crowder, on July 9, 1918, issued a 
regulation giving authority for the enlistment of these men in 
the "enlisted reserve corps of the Engineering Department." 

The ruling read: "Under such regulations as the Chief of 
EJngineers may prescribe, teachers who are engaged primarily 
in the training of men in ground work for aviation in engineering 
schools which are giving courses for the mechanical training of 
soldiers, may, upon nomination by the school authorities, enlist 
in the enlisted reserve corps of the Engineering Department, and 
therea/fter, upon presentation by registrant so enlisting to his 
local board a certificate of such enlistment, the certificate shall 
be filed with the questionnaire of the registrant, and the regis- 
trant shall be placed in Class 5 on the ground that he is in the 
military service of the United States.'* 

The institutions which were chiefly affected by this order 
were Dunwoody Industrial Institute of Minneapolis, and the 
University of Minnesota. 



International 
Draft Agree- 
ment Signed 
by Britain 
and United 
States. 



Creat Britain and her dependencies were allied with the 
United States in the furtherance of the "War to make the world 
safe for democracy." Some method was necessary to avoid use- 
less duplication of recruiting for the armed forces of each coun- 
try. England, Canada and the United States had each adopted 
some form of a draft upon the able man-power of each country* 
The basic principle of this dr^ft was to secure the largest num- 
ber of armed men with the least disturbance to necessary in- 
dustry. 

During the preceding years of peace emigration of hundreds 
of thousands of citizens of each of these countries to the other 
country had taken place. The situation that existed when war 
with the Imperial German Government was forced upon the 
United States included an "alien problem." Under international 
laws then existing it was an impossibility for one country to 
draft into military service citizens or subjects of another coun- 
try. The United States respected these international laws and 
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for a time alien citizens or su'bjects of Great Britain and of 
Canada were given deferred classification, along with other 
aliens. 

Because these same aliens were prospering in this country, 
a large majority of the citizens of the United States, decrying 
the injustice which permitted aliens to take financial advantage 
of the war and demanded citizens of the United States to sacri- 
fice, requested that wherever possible the services of these aliens 
be utilized in the common military cause. It was a delicate 
subject and one which required extremely careful handling. 

On June 3, 19^18, a decision was finally reached between the Reelproetl 
British, Canadian and American governments. This agreement, Deeision 
with certain restrictions, provided for the drafting Into military yuife al^isfs. 
service in the country in which he resided of a citizen of any 
of the three countries signatory to the agreement. If a citizen 
of the UnHed States resident in Great Britain or a British or 
Canadian subject resident in the United States originally resided 
where the law did not impose compulsory military service, he 
was not made liable to the provisions of this international agree- 
ments 

In a study of this phase of the draft it should especially be 
borne in mind that this was not a draft by Great Britain of 
British or Canadian subjects resident in the United States, and 
it was not a draft 'by the United States of its citizens resident 
in Great Britain or Canada. What this convention did do was to 
make liable for military service under the laws of the country 
they were residents of, citizens or subjects of any of the three 
countries signatory to the agreement. By this means territorial 
integrity of each of the countries was maintained and all oppor- 
tunity for "slacking" was removed. 

In other words, those affected by this international agree- 
ment were subject to the same deferred classification or exemp- 
tion laws of the country in which they were residing as was a 
citizen or subject of that country. 

To facilitate the work of drafting men affected by this Refistratioii 
international agreement an order by General Crowder on July ^^*y*5*r 
11, 1918, stipulated that in the United States the registration New 
cards of all British and Canadian subjects should be placed in a ^■''••'"•"*' 
separate file. Induction into military service of any of these 
registrants, whether declarants or non-declarants, was ordered 
stopped for a period of sixty days, as indicated in the conven- 
tion, to permit their enlistment into the military of their own 
country. 
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"BRITISH AND CANADIAN CONVENTIONS. 

"Convention Relating to the Service of Citizens of the 

United States in Great Britain and of British 

Subjects in the United States. 

"The President of the United States of America 
and His Majesty the King of the United Kingdom of 
Great Britain and Ireland and of the British Dominions 
beyond the Seas, Emperor of India, being convinced that 
for the better prosecution of the present war it is desir- 
able that citizens of the United States in Great Britain 
and British subjects in the United States shall either 
return to their own country to perform military service 
in its Army or shall serve in the Army of the country 
in which they remain, have resolved to enter into a con- 
vention to that end, and have accordingly appointed as 
their plenipotentiaries, tiie President of the United 
States of America, Robert Lansing, Secretary of State of 
the United States; and His Britannic Majesty, the Earl 
of Reading, Lord Chief Justice of England, High Comn^is- 
sioner and Ambassador Extraordinary and Plenipoten- 
tiary on Special Mission to the United States, who, after 
having communicated to each other their respective full 
powers, found to be in proper form, have agreed upon 
and concluded the following articles: 

"All male citizens of the United States in Great 
Britain and all male British subjects in the United 
States, shall, unless before the time limited by this con- 
vention they enlist or enroll in the forces of their own 
country or return to the United States or Great Britain, 
respectively,, for the purpose of uiilltary service, be 
subject to military service and entitled to exemption or 
discharge therefrom under the laws and regulations from 
time to time in force of the country in which they are: 
Provided, That in respect to British subjects in the 
United States the ages for military service shall be for 
the time being 20 to 44 years, both inclusive: Provided, 
however (That no citizen of the United States in Great 
Britain and no British subject in the United States who, 
before proceeding to Great Britain or the United States, 
respectively, was ordinarily resident in a place in the 
possessions of the United States or in His Majesty's 
dominions, respectively, where the law does not impose 
compulsory military service shall, by virtue of this con- 
vention, be liable to military service under the laws and 
regulations of Great Britain or the United States, re- 
spectively: Provided, further. That in the event of com- 
pulsory military service being applied to any part ^f 
His Majesty's dominions in which military service at

present is not compulsory, British subjects who before 
proceeding to the United States were ordinarily resident 
in such part of His Majesty's dominions, shall thereupon 
be included within the terms of this -convention.) 

^''Citizens of the United States and British subjects 
within the age limits aforesaid who desire to enter the 
military service of their own country must, after making 
such application therefor as. may be prescribed by the 
laws or regulations of the country in which they are, en- 
list or enroll or must leave Great Britain or the United 
States, as the case may be, for the purpose of military 
service in their own country before the expiration of 60 
days after the date of the exchange of ratifications of 
this convention, if liable to military service in the coun- 
try in which they are at the said date; or if not so 
liable, then before the expiration of 30 days after the 
time when liability shall accrue; or as to those holding 
certificates of exemption under Article III of this con- 
vention, biefore the expiration of 30 days after the date 
on which any such certificate becomes inoperative unless 
sooner renewed; or as to those who apply for certifi- 
cates of exemption under Article III and whose applica- 
tions are refused, then before the expiration of 30 days 
after the date of such refusal, unless the application be 
sooner granted. 

*'The Government of the United States and His Bri- 
tannic Majesty's Government may through their respec- 
tive diplomatic representatives issue certificates of ex- 
emption from military service to citizens of the United 
States in Great Britain and British subjects in the 
United States, respectively, upon application or other- . 
wise, within 60 days from the date of the exchange of 
ratifications of this convention, or within 30 days from 
the date when such citizens or subjects become liable to 
military service in accordance with Article I, provided 
that the amplications be made or the certificates be 
granted prior to their entry into the military service of 
either country, 

"Such certificates may be special or general, tem- 
porary or conditional, and may be modified, renewed, or 
revoked in the discretion of the Government granting 
them. Persons holding such certificates shall, so long 
as the certificates are in force, not be liable to military 
service in the country in which they are. 

"This convention shall not apply to British subjects 
in the United States: (a) who are born or naturalized 
in Canada, and who, before proceeding to the United 
States, were ordinarily resident in Great Britain or Can- 
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ada or in any other part of His Majesty's Dominions to 
which compulsory military service has been or may be 
hereafter by law aippled, or outside the British Do- 
minions; or (b) who were not born or naturalized in 
Canada, but who before proceeding to the United States 
were ordinarily resident in Canada. 

"The Government of the United States and His Bri- 
tannic Majesty's Government will, respectively, so far as 
possible facilitate the return of British subjects and 
citizens of the United States who may desire to return 
to their own country for military service, but shall not 
be responsible for providing transport or tihe cost of 
transport for such persons. 

"No citizen or subject of either country who, under 
the provisions of this convention, enters the military 
service of the other shall, by reason of such service, be 
considered after this convention shall have expired or 
after his discharge to have lost his nationality or to be 
under any allegiance to His Britannic Majesty or to the 
United States, as the case may be. 

"The present convention shall be ratified by the 
President of the United States of America, by and with 
the advice and consent of the Senate of the United 
States, and by His Britannic Majesty, and the ratifica- 
tions shall be exchanged at Washington or a London as 
soon as possible. It shall come into operation on the 
date on which the ratifications are exchanged and shall 
remain in force until the expiration of 60 days after 
either of the contracting parties shall have given notice 
of termination to the other; whereupon any subject or 
citizen of either country incorporated into the military 
service of the other under this convention shall be as 
soon as possible discharged therefrom. 

"In witness whereof the respective plenipotentiaries 
have signed the present convention and have affixed 
thereto their seals. 

"Done in duplicate at Washington the Sd day of 
June, in the year of our Lord one thousand nine hundred 
and eighteen.

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"Convention Relating to the Service of Citizens of the 

United Statee in Canada and of Canadians 

in the United States. 

"The President of the United States of America 
and His Majesty the King of the United Kingdom of 
great Britain and Ireland, and of the British Dominions 
Beyond the Seas, Emperor of India being convinced that 
for the better prosecution of the present war it is de- 
sirable that citizens of the United States in Canada and 
Canadian British subjects in the United States shall 
either return to their own country to perform military 
service in its Army or shall serve in the Army of the 
country in which they remain, have resolved to enter 
into a convention to that end and have accordingly ap- 
pointed as their plenipotentiaries the President of the 
United States of America, Robert Lansing, Secretary of 
State of the United States, and His Britannic Majesty, 
the Earl of Reading, Lord Chief Justice of England, high 
commissioner and ambassador extraordinary and pleni- 
potentiary on special mission to the United States, who, 
after having communicated to each other their respect- 
ive full powers found to be in proper form, have agreed 
upon and concluded the following articles: 

"All male citizens of the United States in Canada 
(hereinafter called Americans), and all male British sub- 
jects in the United States (a) who were bom or natural- 
ized in Canada, and who, before proceeding to the United 
States were ordinary resident in Great Britain or Canada 
or in any part of His Majesty's Dominions to which com- 
pulsory military service has been or may be hereafter by 
law applied, or outside the British Dominions; or (b) 
who were not bom or naturalized in Canada, but who, 
before proceeding to the United States, were ordinarily 
resident in Canada (hereinafter called Canadians), shall, 
unless before the time limited by this convention they 
enlist or enroll in the forces of their own country or re- 
turn to the United States or Canada, respectively, for 
the purpose of military service, be subject to military 
service and entitled to exemption or discharge there- 
from imder the laws and regulations, from time to time 
in force, of the country in which they are: Provided, 
That in respect to Americans in Canada, the ages for 
military service shall the the ages specified in the laws 
of the United States prescribing compulsory military 
service, and in respect to Canadians in the United States 
the ages for military service shall be for the time being 
20 to 44 years, both Inclusive. 
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"Americans and Canadians within the age limits 
aforesaid who desire to enter the military service of 
their own country must enlist or enroll or must leave 
Canada or the United States, as the case may be, for 
the purpose of military service in their own country 
before the expiration of 60 days after the date of the 
exchange of ratifications of this convention, if liable to 
military service in the country in which they are at the 
said date; or if not so liable, then before the expira- 
tion of 30 days after the time when liability shall accrue; 
or, as to those holding certificates of exemption under 
Article III of this convention, before the expiration of 
30 days after the date on which any such certificate be- 
comes inoperative unless sooner renewed; or as to those 
who apply for certificates of exemption under Article III, 
and whose applications are refused, then before the ex- 
piration of 30 days after the date of such refusal, unless 
the applicati6n be sooner granted. 

"The Government of the United States, through the 
consul general at Ottawa, and His Britannic Majesty's 
Government through the British ambassador at Washing- 
ton, may issue certificates of ex'emption from military 
service to Americans and Canadians, respectively, upon 
application or otherwise, within 60 days from the date 
of the exchange of ratifications of this convention or 
within 30 days from the date when such citizens or sub- 
jects become liable to military service in accordance 
with Article I, provided that the applications 'be made 
or the certificates be granted prior to their entry into 
the military service of either country. Such certificates 
may be special or general, temporary or conditional, and 
may be modified, renewed, or revoked in the discretion 
of the Government granting them. Persons holding such 
certificates shall, so long as the certificates are in force, 
not be liable to military service in the country in which 
they are. 

"The Government of the United States and the Gov- 
ernment of Canada will, respectively, so far as possible 
facilitate the return of Canadians and Americans who 
may desire to return to their own country for military 
service, but shall not be responsible for providing trans- 
port or the cost of transport for such persons. 

"No citizen or subject of either country who, under 
the provisions of this convention, enters the military 
service of the other shall, by reason of such service be 
considered, after this convention shall have expired or 
after his discharge, to have lost his nationality or to be 
under any allegiance to the United States or to His 
Britannic Majesty, as the case may be. 
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"The present convention shall be ratified by the 
President of the United States of America, by and with 
the advice and consent of the Senate of the United 
States, and by His Britannic Majesty, and the ratifica- 
tions shall be exchanged at Washington or at London 
as soon as possible. It shall come into operation on 
the date on which the ratifications are exchanged and 
shall remain in force until the expiration of 60 days after 
either of the contracting parties shall have given notice 
of termination to the other; whereupon any citizen or 
subject of either country incorporated into the military 
service of the other under this gonvention shall be as 
soon as possible discharged therefrom. 

"In witness whereof the respective plenipotentiaries 
have signed the present convention and have affixed 
thereto their seals. 

"Done in duplicate at Washington the third day of 
June, in the year of our Lord nineteen hundred and 
eighteen." 

In direct contrast to the draft agreement between Great 
Britain, Canada and the United States, a movement was begun 
in Washington in December, 1917, by diplomatic representatives 
of neutral countries to forbid drafting into military service of 
any subjects of such neutral countries. 

This controversy assumed international proportions and re- 
sulted in the interchange of countless diplomatic notes. Sub- 
jects of countries contiguous to the Central Powers were the 
ones who made the most strenuous objection to entering the 
military service of the United States. In innumerable cases in 
Minnesota alone registrants of these neutral nationalities fought 
against induction into military service by every means in their 
power. 

At this stage of the draft a subject of a neutral country 
could claim deferred classification on that account and by this 
means evade the obligations imposed upon them by residence in 
the country in which they had materially prospered. The prob- 
lem was one which demanded a settlement which would oe ac- 
ceptable to the men in uniform who had given up home, family, 
business, and everything that they held dear, to offer their lives 
in an incidental protection of these few slackers of neutral 
citizenship.

A settlement was made at a later date which stipulated that 
subjects of a neutral country who had made application for 
American citizenship and who did not desire to undertake the 
military obligations of such citizenship could, in their discretion, 
renounce all present and future claim to such citizenship in the 
United States and be placed in Class 5 of the draft.

The wide diversity of men placea into military service by 
the draft necessitated some means of instruction along moral 
lines. A pamphlet titled "Keeping Fit to Fight" was distributed 
by the Minnesota Commission of Public Safety to every drafted 
man. This pamphlet contained a frank discussion of problems 
in sexual hygiene, written in terms readily understood by all. 
The problem was dealt with not on a religious or moral plane, 
but the argument was based on purely patriotic reasons. It was 
a frank, man-to-man appeal to keep fit to fight in order that the 
individual might not clog the fighting machinery as a whole. 
E^ach drafted man was given one of these pamphlets before 
entrainment for camp and he was requested to read carefully, 
digest and heed its conteflts. 

Physical examination regulations governing the acceptance 
of registrants for military service were amended on July 19, 
1918, to make 60 inches the minimum height for acceptance in- 
stead of 63 inches, and the minimum weight 110 pounds. All 
registrants who had been previously rejected for height or 
weight deficiencies and who were within the new regulations 
were recalled by their local board for another examination, and 
if found acceptable were passed and made liable for military 
service. 

As a result of this change there was wild rejoicing on the 
part of these "bantams." As one of these registrants said, when 
notified that he was passed for service, "I may be small, but 
what there is of me is concentrated fight." 

"Boards of instruction" were appointed at about this time 
to purvey to draft registrants such information as "Why the 
United States entered the war; what it was fighting for," and 
other information tending to explain the reasons for the neces- 
sity of obliterating the military power of Germany. 

These boards of instruction were composed of men whose 
personality would have a telling effect on the registered men 
with whom they came in contact. Their duties consisted in dis- 
seminating this aforementioned information through the medium 
.of speeches and by personal contact with the individual regis- 
trant. 

The first of a series of addresses authorized by General 
Crowder, to be delivered to registered men in Class 1, was dis- 
triibuted under date of July 10, 1918. In this address an ex- 
planation was given of the reason for the selection of the indi- 
vidual for service in the army, the necessity for suppressing 
enemy propaganda at home, and concluded with this appeal: 
"This is your war. You are going to win it by what you are — 
good Americans and good soldiers. You are good Americans 
already. It will take some time to make good soldiers out of 
you. The sooner you start, the sooner you will arrive. Begin 
now." 
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A telegram specifying the urgent necessity of giving de- ^•^•'fjjj^ 
ferred classification in the cases of county agricultural agents uriedfor 
emtployed by the Department of Agriculture was sent by General JJJJS^ 
Crowder to the Adjutant General's office July 24, !l918. It urged 
that special consideration be given to certificates issued by the 
Department of Agriculture to county agents when the draift 
board considered the request for deferred classification. 

The telegram read, in part, as follows: "The Department of 
Agriculture is charged by Congress with the duty of stimulating 
economical food production along all lines.- The extension 
machinery is the most valuable single agency for this purpose. 
It is difficult to secure men with the requisite vision and. leader- 
ship. Institutions have not been training them for long enough 
time to permit the department to man the force entirely by men 
over draft age."

The requested 
extension of time from July 1 to September 1, 1918, was author- 
ized by President Wilson on July 27, 191'8. Authority was later 
given the contesting teams to play off the so-called "world's 
championship." 

Considerable dissatisfaction to both registrants and military Varianet In 
authorities was caused by lack of unification in physical ex- ExaMhiatfaRt 
amination standards. Registrants examined and passed as phys- ^^JS* 
ically fit by the local board surgeon would be examined and re- 
jected as physically unfit by army surgeons at the camp to 
which the registrants were sent. This resulted in unwarranted 
loss of time to the registrant, as well as a considera1)le expense 
to the Federal government. 

Two changes had already been made in physical examina- 
tion regulations up to this time in an endeavor to unify physical 
examinations given by draft board surgeons and. army camp 
surgeons. On August 7, 1918, a telegram from General Crowder 
insisted that "Rejections of registrants at camps have recently 
reached inexcusably high figures. It is evident that many local 
boards have forwarded unfit men whose defects were readily 
recognizable." 

In order to Insure a thoroughly efficient physical examina- Re-examlRa- 

tion of all Minnesota draftees in the August call, a re-examina- seie^vei 

tion of all doubtful cases was ordered by the Adjutant General's Ordered to 

office. Parenthetically, it may be said that this re-examination uaflt. 
did not disclose any cases where registrants were unfit phys- 
ically.

Jnder the original draft system members of draft boards 
between the ages of 21 to 31 years were required to 'be replaced 
by others over 31 years of age. When the age limit was 
changed to IS to 45 years, inclusive, it was necessary, in order 
to avoid absolute disruption of the existing draft machinery, to 
make provision for draft board members within the new ages. 

Federal draft authorities, realizing the intricate and tech- 
nical character of the work demanded of draft board members, 
and also realizing the impossibility of training other men in as 
sjiort a space of time as was available, ruled that deferred 
classification.be granted. The deferred classification was given 
"on the ground of necessary employment in the service of the 
United States," and was authorized to be given to draft board 
members and Government appeal agents within the new draft 
age limits. 

The work demanded of the draft board members was, and 
is, of such an intricate nature that it requires a professional 
man's acumen, combined with unfailing tact and an abundance 
of good nature. A combination of these essentials is rarely dis- " 
covered in one individual, and when it is remembered that in 
Minnesota alone there are 121 local boards having a board mem- 
bership of from three to eight men, together with five district 
boards, it will be readily seen of what importance the granting 
of deferred classification of these men meant to an efficient 
continuance of the draft. 



Age Limit 
Increased on 
August 31, 
1918. 



The legislation necessary in increasing the age limit of 
the selective service from '21 years to 31 years of age, to from 
18 years to 45 years, inclusive, was approved by the President 
on August 31, 1918. 

This legislation will unaoubtedly be regaraed by historians 
as one of the most important bills ever passed by the legislative 
houses. It made available for military service practically the 
entire man power of the United States. It was perhaps the most 
conclusive demonstration oi the whole-souled interest with which 
this country regarded the prosecution of the war. 

In the opinion of the Adjutant General this legislation marks 
the beginning of a new epoch of citizenship obligation. Prior to 
the operation of the Selective Service the archaic, medieval 
volunteer method of supplying man power for the military was 
in vogue. This system was not democratic. It threw the burden 
of defense of citizenship rights on the shoulders of a few in- 
tensely patriotic citizens. It nullified necessary industrial pro- 
duction at home because it took from the lathe the machinist; 
it took from his retorts the chemist; it took from his workshop 
the inventor; and wasted their energies which could be other- 
wise better put to use. 
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Deferred classification for necessary industrial employes Rail Employes 
was one of the 'basic principles of the selective service ques- f|,®^pjfj*",i**' 
tionnaire method. It was early realized that a war of the Classification, 
tremendous proportions of that which the United States was 
engaged could not be properly conducted without production at 
home being kept at the highest stage of efficiency. In addition 
to production, transportation of the finished product to points 
where they were needed, was considered just as essential. This, 
of course, meant that necessary railroad employes should re- 
ceive deferred classification. Department managers of the vari- 
ous railroads were requested to claim such deferred classifica- 
tion for their employes who could not readily be replaced. 

In order to avoid crippling rail transportation. General 
Crowder, on August 14,* 1918, ordered that ^'application for re- 
consideration of cases of railroad employes on industrial 
grounds, when presented to local boards, should be received up 
to the day and hour of induction into military service and prop- 
erly forwarded, together with the local board's recommendation, 
to the district board having jurisdiction; district boards may 
directly receive applications for reconsideration in cases over 
which they have original jurisdiction, and immediately request 
from the proper local board the entire record of the case, and 
these applications may be received up to the day and hour of 
induction into military service; even though a registrant em- 
ployed in railroad work has not claimed deferrment on industrial 
grounds, his employers may make that claim, either through 
the local board or direct to the district board, at any time up to 
the day and hour of induction, and the district board may grant 
the deferred classification." 

The industries stipulated in xhis order as essential and en- 
titled to deferred classification include "machinists, blacksmiths, 
boilermakers, tin and copper smiths, pipefitters, helpers and 
apprentices of foregoing, hostlers and engine house men, train 
dispatchers and directors, telegraphers, telephoners and block 
operators, telegraph clerks, yardmasters and assistants, loco- 
motive engineers and motormen, locomotive firemen and helpers, 
conductors, yard foremen, and ibrakemen and section foremen." 

Due to long continued calls of the government for trained Selectives 
stenographers, typists and bookkeepers, it was almost impossible Assfst Local 
for draft boards to secure and retain sufficient clerical help. Boards. 
The situation was rapidly taking on a serious aspect. Repeated 
calls by the Government for men to be sent to the camps, re- 
quests for detailed information and reports, were being made 
in such number that efficient clerical assistance was necessary. 
Reports on this situation were made to General Crowder and on 
August 19, 1918, permission was given for the induction into 
military service of limited service men otherwise qualified as 
stenographers, typists, clerks and bookkeepers for service in 
draft board offices.

By this authorization one more step was taken toward the 
complete militarization of draft boards. It was thought that the 
presence of uniformed men in the draft board offices would tend 
to raise the discipline of the "soldiers to be." Each local board 
compiled a list of all such limited service men available in each 
division. Information thus secured was sent to tiie Adjutant 
General's office and when orders were received to induct these 
men no time was lost 

Saturday, August 24, 1918, was set by presidential proclama- 
tion as registration day for those youths who had arrived at 
the age of 21 years since June 5, 1918. One peculiar phase of 
the registration of that day was a ruling which excused orthodox 
Jews from registration until Monday, August 26. This was done 
in order that the Talmudic inhibition regarding the Jewish 
SaWbath might not be violated. 

Under the original method of caring for the cases of alleged' 
deserters and those who had failed to comply with the Selective 
Service regulations, if legal proof were not furnished the local 
■board, that the individual in question was in military or naval 
service, his name was to ibe placed on the list of deserters or 
delinquents. This manifestly worked an injustice against certain 
men who were in military or naval service, but who had not 
communicated this fact, together with j)roper affidavits, to their 
local boards. 

The Adjutant General ordered a careful check made of the 
list of these deserters and delinquents, the idea being to secure 
a net list of these violators of Selective Service regulations. 
The procedure was to remove from the list the names of &ose 
who, to the knowledge of one or more of the board members, 
was in military or naval service, had died, or who were incar- 
cerated in insane asylums or were confined in penal institutions 
or who had enlisted in the armed service of any of our Allies. 

By properly carrying out this order an unfair blot on the 
honor of the State of Minnesota, as well as the United States, 
was removed, and a correct list of those who had willfully 
evaded the dralt was obtained. 

The civilian position of draft board members was one which 
was not conducive to proper discipline and authority over regis- 
trants, and on August 20, 19 IS, a letter of recommendation to the 
effect that draft officials should be made officers in the army was 
sent by the Adjutant General to General Crowder. The letter 
follows : 

"As a result of a survey of the conditions as they 
exist in the State of 'Minnesota, I desire to suggest a 
different mode of procedure regarding the care of mem- 
bers of local and district draft boards and Government 
appeal agents in order to insure their retention In such 
positions.

"With the raising of the draft ages, as is proposed 
by the legislation now pending before Congress, the ma- 
jority of the draft board members in Minnesota will be 
included. 

"In view of the fact that these men nave t>ecome 
experts in the handling of the draft, because of their 
more than a year of experience, they are entitled to 
recognition as such experts by the military, and in Just 
the same manner as physicians in the medical corps, 
lawyers in the judge advocate's department; transporta- 
tion, textile, food and other experts in the quarter- 
master's corps; civil engineers in the engineer's corps, 
and other highly specialized branches of military en- 
deavor. 

"The great majority of these patriotic men have 
given up their business to serve the Government in this 
capacity, and havje endured privations and hardships of 
all descriptions in order to *do their bit' for their 
country. 

"In view of the fact that the Government is now pre- 
paring to magnificently carry the war on in a greater 
scale than has ever been thought of by any other nation, 
it seems only right and just to the men who have made 
this raising of the National Army possible that thpy 
should receive su'bstantial recognition of the fact. 

"The great majority of these draft officials have 
become inoculated with the idea o<f becoming a part of 
the armed forces of the United States by very reason of 
the fact that they have been instrumental in sending 
into such divisions hundreds of the youth of the country. 

"Before the passage of this law increasing the age 
limits it has been generally considered impossible for 
these men to get into service, ibut it is my opinion that 
you will find a very large number of these same men 
will refuse to accept deferred classification in the draft 
if they are to continue serving on the draft board in the 
capacity of civilians. 

"It is my suggestion that commissions as lieuten- 
ants and captains *be granted to one or more of the board 
members in each division and that they be placed under 
the direction of the Judge Advocate's Department, their 
compensation to be the same as the rank pays in active 
service, and the wearing of uniforms be made com- 
pulsory. 

"By doing this two purposes will be served, and the 
natural craving of these men to have an actual and 
recognized part in the war will be satisfied. 

"The two purposes that will -be served are: First, 
the question of discipline among the drafted men, which 
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will be more easily enforced, as they will be dealing 
with a uniformed representative of the army; and Sec- 
ond, the positions draft board members occupy will be 
raised to the dignity that they properly snould have. 

"History will undoubtedly recognize the labors of 
these men as absolutely unique, but it is only human to 
prefer to have the garlands while breathing than after 
that operation shall have ceased.

Registration of all those from 18 to 45 years, inclusive, was 
accomplished on September 12, 1918. The only difficulty during 
the entire day was the eagerness of the men affected in their 
desire to register. Registration boards throughout the state 
were swamped. From me time the registration places opened 
in the morning until they closed at night a steady stream of 
registrants passed through the doors. 

Minnesota registered a total of 286,243 men, of a total regis- 
tration for the United States of 12,966,594 men. The first regis- 
tration on June 5, 1917. produced a total of 222,698 registrants 
in Minnesota, with a total of 9,586,508 in the country. The sec- 
ond registration on June 5, 1918, in Minnesota gave a total regis- 
tration of 21,029, and in the United States a total of 744,865. 
The third registration on August 24 gave Minnesota a total of 
3,747 registrants and for the United States a total of 158,054 
making a grand total of 533,717 registrants for Minnesota out of 
a grand total of 23,456,021 in the United States. 

A letter of appreciation and recognition of the monumental 
task so ably performed by all associated with the work of the 
draft in Minnesota was sent by the Adjutant General shortly 
after the registration on September 12, 1918, to all persons of- 
ficially connected with the draft work in Minnesota. The letter 
follows : 

"It is the expectation of this office that September 
12th marks the beginning of the end of the first phase 
of the Selective Service in the United States, and we do 
not desire to let this opportunity go by to express our 
admiration and sincere thanks to the men who have so 
valiantly given their time in the successful endeavor to 
'stop the Hun.* 

"There have been many times that we have im- 
patiently cried for 'speed, speed, and still more speed,' 
and have asked for various things from you that may at 
the time have seemed unreasonable, and in the stress 
of administration we have not stopped by the wayside to 
secure the proper perspective on this monumental task. 
This we have now done and we are astounded at the 
magnitude of the labors that have been accomplished 
by you. 
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"Those untold generations to come will pause in as- * 
tonishment at the bulldog tenacity which you have dis- 
played in a task where there was no blazed trail and 
where it was necessary to gently feel your way in order 
that by an improper exercise of the tremendous power 
you possess you might not err and induct into military 
service a man whose services would be far more valu- 
able at home than in the Army. 

"May we extend to you, each and every one, the 
heartiest congratulations on your arrival at this mile- 
post of history and ask that you regard us as a 'REAL 
FRIEND,' one to whom you will come in times of stress. 
Again congratulating you on the splendid work you 
have accomplished, we hope to be worthy of your friend- 
ship.

All of Minnesota mingled tears with cheers in August and 
September of 1917 when Minnesota's three regiments of infan- 
try, one regiment of field artillery and hospital and ambulance 
units left the state bound on the first lap of the journey which 
was ultimately designed to land them in France to take their 
places on the cattle line of the world. It was one of the most 
imposing ceremonies ever witnessed in the state, according to 
those who had seen soldiers march away to the Civil war and 
the Spanish-American war. 

More than 7,000 officers and men waved and cheered as 
their special trains pulled away from the stations, and many 
hundred tihousand friends, sweethearts, wives and others re- 
turned the farewell with smiling faces but aching hearts. It 
was the largest single entrainment of armed men that had ever 
left the state bound for a war being fought outside the terri- 
torial limits of the United States. There was no confusion 
during the loading of the trains, as the crowds of well-wishers 
were kept back of military lines. 

The infantry regiments were ordered to proceed to Camp 
Cody, Deming, N. M., for concentration and training. In order 
to insure the camp being in condition to receive the men. Brig. 
Gen. Frederick E. Resche, commander of the First Brigade, Min- 
nesota National Guard, accompanied by his staff, left a few days 
ahead of the three infantry regiments for Camp Cody. There 
\vas much to be done in the location assigned to "Minnesota's 
Finest" and it was done by the advance guard under direction 
of General Resche. 

The camp had to be laid out in streets, the locations of the 
headquarters and the various special locations necessary in an 
encampment could only be made by someone who had in mind 
the camp as a whole, and these locations had to be marked. 
After these details had been attended to, word was sent along 
the line "back home" and the troops there began their prepara- 
tions to move to camp. 

The first Minnesota unit to befein its long journey to Camp 
Cody was the Third Infantry, commanded by Col. H. V. Eva. 
Three special trains carried the members of this organization. 
From the time their train started until it arrived at Camp Cody 
these officers and men were the recipients of a tremendous 
ovation from the excited people who lined the tracks at every 
city, village and hamlet along the route. Bands played, school 
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children w€re lined up at the stations, and home-made delicacies 
were tendered the fighting men from Minnesota who had the 
honor of being the first to leave for a training camp. 

The next organization to break camp was the First Field First F. A. 
Artillery. They had been concentrated at Fort Snelling and camp. ^^ 
were fretting and fuming with impatience at the delay In the 
reception of their orders to move. At last, on September 4, 19-17, 
they received tneir orders to break camp and proceed to Camp 
Mills, Mineola, L. I. These orders were received at 9 a.m., but 
at noon the first of the two special trains whistled its way out 
of the siding and these men began their hurried journey to 
France. They were destined to be the first of the Minnesota 
units to be sent to the "battle fields of democracy," but they did 
not know it at the time. 

Banners, with slogans expressive of the lack of regard in Banner- 
which the enemy was held, were strung along the sides of the Express *" 
coaches. As these trains roared their way through towns and Feelings. 
villages lusty cheers were given by the men in khaki to the 
densely packed platforms of patriotic citizens. The trip was 
made without any serious trouble of any sort and the men were 
"on their tiptoes*' when they arrived at Camp Mills. Specula- 
tion had been rife as to the time they would remain in camp 
before they would be sent across, but none of the guesses were 
correct as to the speed with which they would be sent. 

Col. George Lreach, in command of the First Field Artillery, Leach Thanics 
said just before the train pulled out of the Fort Snelling side- Folk?.* 
tracks: "The men of this unit will never forget the heaping of 
kindness expressed by the home folks and we go forward to out* 
duty with a light heart and a heavy memory."

The next regiment to leave the state was the Second Infan- 
try, under command of Col. W. T. Mollison. They left on Sep- 
tember 27, 1917, in four special trains loaded to the doors with 
a happy, enthusiastic lot of men. The various companies en- 
trained at their home towns and proceeded southward. The 
home organizations, such as the commercial clubs, the women's 
clubs, etc., furnished reading material and smoking tobacco to 
their **home boys" for consumption en route to camp. Recep- 
tion committees had been organized in each of the towns passed 
through, and the personal comfort of each soldier was inquired 
into in order that he might not lack for anything. 

Following a few days' encampment at Lake Phalen the Hospital and 
Minnesota Field Hospital and ambulance companies left for companies 
Camp Cody on September 28, 1917, under the command of Major ^®"®^- 
W. C. Rutherford. They were furnished one special train which 
left from St. Paul. The entertainment furnished the preceding 
organizations was repeated for the benefit of these men, and 
they left for camp with the feeling that the home folks were 
right behind them in anything that they might need or desire.

A farewell parade was given by the First Minnesota Infan- 
try on October 9, 1917, in (Minneapolis. Governor J. A. A. Burn- 
quist, Brigadier General W. P. Rhino w. Adjutant General of 
Minnesota, and staff officers personally reviewed these 
troops at The Parade. Thousands of friends and relatives of 
the troops lined the bunting and flag decorated streets through 
which these men, accompanied by their field equipment, 
marched. The enthusiasm of the spectators was unbounded and 
the cheering was so loud that several of the soldiers complained 
of earache after the regiment had returned to the encampment 
grounds. 

The next day, October 10, 1918, tents were struck, the camp 
"policed" (cleaned up), and for the third time in the history of 
the state the First Minnesota Infantry marched away to war. 
Bands played, flags waved and khaki-clad men hurried around 
bound on errands, self-inflicted or ordered by their officers. At 
the word of command, the 'bugle blared and instant order was 
brought out of the seeming confusion. Company after company 
lined up in formation, donned their equipment, and at the word 
of command marched away to the trains side-tracked on the 
military reservation. 

When the last train had pulled out the only sign of any 
recent occupancy of the camp grounds by thousands of men 
were the number of smoldering fires in which refuse had been 
incinerated. There were no pieces of paper, no garbage, nor 
any other debris insiae the camp limits. 

"The 'First' will faithfully observe all the old traditions ot 
the regiment and will do their 'bit' in the best manner they 
know how," was the message left to the patriotic citizens of 
Minneapolis and St. Paul by Colonel Erie Luce, in command 
of the regim'ent. 

These men who had left for camp all bore away with them 
the blessings of the state, which begged for any opportunity to 
do what they could to make the life of the Minnesota men, who 
had joined the regiment, easier. Entertainments, dances and 
dinners were given the men prior to their leaving and assur- 
ances were given them that when they wanted anything all they 
had to do to get it was to "write home" and they would receive 
their request. The spirit of the people was wonderful in this 
respect, according to all the officers and men in the regiments. 

A stand of the colors of the Allies was presented to the 
First Field Artillery at the State Capitol on August 24, 1917. 
These flags were purchased by voluntary contributions secured 
from the various employes of the Capitol building. Before the 
colors were presented the flag bearers in the little ceremony 
were the Misses Mary Dunlop, Mary Becker, Edith Graham, 
Mable Coonan, Ida Tildequist, Lillian Holmes, Jeanette Paul, 
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Ella Hudgins, Elizabeth Franks, Mary Callaman, Lillian Brock- 
man and Hattie Spahr. These were all employes in the Capitol. 

The entire regiment was drawn up in front of the Capitol 
building and were standing at attention when the presentation 
was made. Following the presentation Governor Burnquist, 
Adjutant General Rhinow and members of the staff stood on the 
steps of the huilding and reviewed the troops. 

In order that the members of the federalized National Guard Comfort 
might not want for the small luxuries that tend to make the scribed, 
monotonous life of the soldier in training bearable, a company 
and battery fund was subscribed for the various regiments by 
the citizens of the towns in which the men lived before going 
to camp. This fund totaled many thousands of dollars, and in 
many cases those signing the pledges said that as rapidly as the 
money was used up they could be counted on to replace their 
contribution. In this manner they could do their duty toward 
the men who were ready to give up their lives for their country. 
The money was placed in the hands of the chaplains of the 
various regiments with instructions to use it for .the ibenefit of 
the men and to call for more as soon as the fund was ex- 
hausted. 



When the notice was given Adjutant General Rhinow call- Seeond FItid 
ing for the federalization of the state militia it was requested orgalSSMl. 
that three regiments of infantry and two of field artillery be 
furnished as the quota of Minnesota. This was under date of 
May 5, 1917. The three regiments of infantry were already or- 
ganized and one of the field artillery, so the organization of the 
Second Regiment of Field Artillery was authorized and begun un- 
der the direction of Colonel W. J. Moirphy, of St. Paul, early in 
June. The various batteries were stationed at Albert Lea, 
Waseca, St. James, Marshall, Fergus Falls, Moorhead, St. Paul, 
and Minneapolis. 

It was the expectation that this regiment would be mus- 
tered into Federal service immediately on the completion of the 
recruiting, and in order to hasten this, public-spirited citizens 
subscribed a recruiting fund in order that not one cent of the 
preliminary expense of organization would be borne by the 
State or the United States. 

The last unit of the regiment was mustered in on July 26, 
1917, and it seemed that it would be only a short time until the 
regiment would be ordered into active service. Because the 
members of the regiment had this impression the majority of 
the 45 officers and the 1,311 men had resigned their positions in 
civil life and were holding themselves for an immediate call 
into service. 
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Regiment 
Disbanded. 



The regiment was not inspected by Federal officers prior to 
August 5, 1917, and in consequence of army regulations could 
not be immediately drafted into service. The regiment was 
ordered disbanded on April 30, 1918.

In the meantime complaints poured into the office of the 
Adjutant General and to the Governor regarding the hardships 
which were being undergone by the members of this regiment 
in consequence of their having resigned their positions. Letters 
and telegrams were shot back and forth between the Adjutant 
General and the Governor and the War Department, urging im- 
mediate drafting of this regiment into Federal service. 

It was hoped to the very last that the War Department 
would grant Minnesota's request for the drafting of this regi- 
ment, but all the efforts failed and, finding that the War De- 
partment was adamant in its stand that this regiment would 
not be drafted immediately, the Adjutant General requested per- 
mission to disband the unit .in order that the members might 
then join other organizations or return to civil life. When the 
matter was presented in this light the War Department granted 
the request and the order was given. 



Second 
Infantry 
Loses Half

It was the understanding of the Adjutant General when the 
troops went to the concentration and training camp at Camp 
Cody, Deming, N. M., that they would be trained and sent over- 
seas as a body and not be disrupted. About the middle of May, 
1918, Colonel W. T. Mollison, commanding the Second Infantry, 
wrote that more than 50 per cent of the regiment was in danger 
of being drafted into replacement units for overseas service and 
the regiment being filled up with other men from Selective 
Service drafts. This order, if carried out, would cause the 
regiment to lose its state personnel, and it T^as feared that the 
spirit of cooperation and state honor would be lost. 



Trip of Pro- 
test iMade to 
Washington. 



Telegrams and letters were dispatched by both the Governor 
and the Adjutant General to all the Minnesota representatives in 
Congress and the Senate, asking them to intercede with the War 
Department to have this order cancelled and permit the regiment 
to remain intact. On May 28, Governor Burnquist and General 
Rhinow made *a flying trip to Washington tq protest the order 
of the War Department in person to Secretary of War Newton D. 
Baker. 

The matter was taken up by Secretary Baker with General 
March, Chief of Staff, in an endeavor to secure a revocation of 
the order. Some hope was given and both the Governor and the 
Adjutant General then returned, confident that every possible 
effort had been exerted in behalf of "Minnesota's boys." 
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Infantry 
Changed. 



On June 6, 1918, a formal notification was received by the Order 
Adjutant General from the War Department to the effect that R^vocation.^ 
it would be impossible, owing to military necessity, for the order 
to ibe revoked and that the depletion of the personnel of the 
Second Infantry must go on. 

This was not the only change made in the personnel of the Third 
Minnesota troops by the War Department, but it was the one 
which hurt the most. On September 29, 1917, a telegram was 
received by General Rhinow to the effect that the Third Infantry 
had been changed over from an infantry regiment into the One 
Hundred and Twenty-fifth Field Artillery and would from that 
time on be known by that designation. Not so many changes 
in the personnel were made in this regiment, and the men dug 
in and began their instruction as a field artillery organization 
with a good will. \Many of the men in the regiment thought 
that the change from infantry might mean that they would get 
"over there" sooner and for that reason they worked the harder. 

The "Rainbow Division," of which the First Field Artillery 
was a part, held their farewell parade and review at Camp 
Mills less than one month after their arrival in camp* It was 
held in the presence of more than 100,000 spectators, many of 
whom had made the trip from Minnesota to see their iboys the 
last time before embarking for France. More than one hour and 
thirty minutes were required by the division to pass the review- 
ing stand. Regiments from all over the United States were 
included In the "Rainbow Division," and the verdict of the 
Minnesota spectators was to the effect that the "Old First" — 
now known as the One Hundred and Fifty-first Field Artillery, 
was far above the remainder of the division in soldierly appear- 
ance and presence. 

The reason assigned by Colonel Leach for the superiority of Minnesota 
the Minnesota troops was the spirit of the men who had "dug in JJ«n study 
like a hunting dog after a rabbit" and had intensively studied 
the drill tactics with an idea toward attaining perfection. This 
willingness was not confined alone to the Minnesota troops, but 
they had acquired a more soldierly bearing, according to the 
spectators. 



Divisional 
Review and 
Parade. 



Prior to the departure of the First Minnesota Field Artillery 
and the First Minnesota Infantry, the military pageant, entitled 
"Vimy Ridge," was given at the State Fair Grounds for their 
benefit. About two weeks' preparation preceded the pagean^, 
which was held on the afternoon of August 18, 1917. A repre- 
sentative of the British-tCanadian Recruiting Mission, then sta- 
tioned in Minneapolis, and who had been a participant in the 
Battle of "Vimy Ridge," personally supervised the production and 
its stage setting in order that the production might be as nearly 
as possible a replica of that bloody encounter. A total of

$27,246.2^ was taken in at the gate. After expenses incurred 
had been deducted a net profit of $23,635.51 remained to be 
dividea between the regiments. 

The members of the regiments that participated in the dis- 
play were coached daily in their individual tasiks until the Brit- 
ish instructor was satisfied. Trenches were dug, barbed wire 
entanglements were placed, shell holes were dug and the field 
prepared in such a manner that the spectators might be given a 
vivid idea as to the topography of the battle which cost so 
many lives of our brave Allies. At the close of the production 
it was pronounced by the spectators as one of the best "thrillers" 
they had ever witnessed. 

Aluminum identification tags were issued to members of the 
First Field Artillery on September 18, 1917. This was the first 
unit of Minnesota men to receive this issue of tags which are 
worn only by troops on overseas service. The tag is about l^A 
inches in length by 1 inch in width, oval in shape, and contains 
the name, company and regiment of the soldier on one side, with 
his finger print on the other side. This tag is worn about the' 
neck suspended on a cord. 

With the nearing approach of Christmas the thoughts of 
the home folks turned to their boys overseas. The Minneapolis 
Journal originated and carried through a monster ibenefit vaude- 
ville performance in the Minneapolis Auditorium on November 
7, 1917. From the receipts of this performance a Christmas 
gift was purchased and sent to every one of the 1,444 officers 
and men of the first 'Field Artillery with the compliments of 
the people of Minneapolis and St. Paul. In spite of the trans- 
portation difficulties existing at that time, these gifts arrived 
before Christmas day and were distributed to the regiment 
Colonel Leach, in the name of his regiment, cabled a short 
appreciation to the folks at home. 

"This is one of the best things inat the folks at home ever 
did," a letter from one of the members of the regiment read. 
"The gifts arrived at a time when the men were thinking of 
the ones at home and of the distance that separated them. 
Many of the boys were away from home at Christmas for the 
first time in their lives. It was a solemn, almost religious, 
ceremony, that opening of the presents. Wte will never forget 
that we were not forgotten." 

While the Minnesota men in France were being remem- 
bered by their friends and relatives in the United States the 
Minnesota men in training at Camp Cody were also reminded 
that "the home folks" were not forgetful. 

A carload of delicacies, including dressed meats, was sent 
to Camp Cody from St. Paul in time to reach there about Decem- 
ber 31, 1917. Owing to freight congestion and inclement weather,

the car did not arrive until January 13, 1918. "She was some 
dinner," said a letter from one of the men in training there. 
"Although It was late in getting in, that car from the home folks 
was the most popular thing that had been received in Camp 
C'ooy since our arrival there. The cooks took keen delight in 
preparing the dinner 'like mother would have made*!" 

A freight due hill of $112 was presented to the regiment at 
Camp Cody and a telegram of inquiry was sent to the Adjutant 
General's office as to who should be held responsible for the 
freight charges. Funds were sent and the car was released. 

Lieutenant Colonel William H. Donohue returned to Minne- colonel 
apolis on September 14, 191i8, on a few days' leave preparatory *^^'^'^^ 
to going to Camp Lewis to supervise and take over the com- 
mand of a new regiment of field artillery. On the evening of 
September 15 he addressed a meeting of the Home Folks Asso- 
ciation in the Minneapolis Auditorium. Every seat was occupied 
and the appearance of "Colonel Bill" was the signal for a demon- 
stration which lasted several minutes. 

Colonel Donohue had brought back scores of messages to 
the home folks from the Minneapolis and St. Paul members of 
the one hundred and fifty-first (First Minnesota) Field Artil- 
lery, and he utilized this opportunity to assure the folks at 
home of the excellent care and attention that their boys were 
receiving In France. 

"There is nothing that the boys desire except more action," 
he said. "While, of course, the 151st has seen much action, they 
are the type of men that is representative of the American 
soldier — action, more action, and still more action is what 
pleases them. They are eating regularly and- the quality of the 
food is excellent. They are well clothed, their medical attention 
is of the best; in fact, there is nothing that they need or desire 
except letters, more letters, and still more letters. You may 
desire to keep the home fires burning, but don't forget that the 
letters that you send to the men overseas are feeding that far 
more important fire in which disregard for civilization is being 
consumed."

Minnesota's Naval Mllitik was the*fii%t of the "^citizen soldiery" to ibe 
called from their quasi-civilian status for federal service in tl\e World War. 
The men mobilized at their respective home stations on April 7, 1917, and 
shortly thereafter were ordered to proceed to an eastern port where they 
were assigned to various ships and at once began their duties which have 
kept them ibusy ever since. 

Many at these m-en have seen service of the most strenuous character, 
according to reports which have reached the Adjutant General. Many of 
them reassigned to "sub-chasers" and on duty in all Idiaidfs of weather, will 
undoubtedly have exciting tales to tell on their return to civil life. 

Not much was known about the Minnesota Naval Militia among the 
general public, before the war, but in view of the extremely large number 
of men from this .state wlio have enlisted in the Navy, it is thought that 
there win be an awakening of interest when the men return. 

The accompanying list of the personnel of the Naval Militia is admit- 
tedly not complete as the roster of the Seventh Division with headquarters 
at St. Paul was never received by the Adjutant General and despite the most 
streniuous endeavors to secure it, no success was achieved.

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MINNESOTA HOME GUARD 

Taking into Federal service of the Minnesota National 
Guard, consisting of three regiments of infantry and one regi- 
ment of field artillery, left the state without any purely military 
organizatibn. 

Minnesota being a producer of 16 per cent of the -world's iron 
ore and 6 per cent of the world's supply of milled small grains, 
it was evident that military organizations should be provided. 

On April 28, 1917, the Minnesota Commission of Public 
Safety authorized the establishment and maintenance of military 
organizations to be designated as Minnesota Home Guard. 
These men were to be utilized for any service necessitating the 
use of armed troops within the borders of Minnesota. Uniforms 
and equipment were to be furnished hy the individual members 
and in case of call to active service, pay would not begin until 
five days after such active service had been rendered. The age 
limit wais later made 18 years to 45 years. 

At the time authorization was given for the organization of 
these military units public feeling was running high regarding 
the possibility of destruction of public utilities, bridges, mills 
and warehouses by pro-German sympathizers or enemy agents. 
The ranks of the Home Guard, so called, were rapidly filled with 
men who, for one reason or another, could not at that time 
offer their services to the United States. Rosy cheeked young- 
sters took their place in line along with grizzled business men 
in order to sign the enlistment blank for service in the Home 
Guard.

4. No member of the Home Guard shall be entitled to 
any pay for his services, or any allowance of any -character , 
except as follows: 

A. . Officers when on duty at any place other than their 
home station shall be entitled to the travel expense in- 
curred and $2.00 per day for subsistence. 

B. Officers when held in continuous active service for 
a longer period than five days without an intervening leave 
of absence of equal duration, shall be entitled to receive 
$2.00 per day for such service. 

C. Enlisted men, performing detached service away 
from their home station, shall receive the travel expense 
actually incurred and $1.00 per day for subsistence. 

D. Enlisted men when held in continuous active service 
fbr a longer period than five days without an intervening 
furlough of equal duration, shall be entitled to receive the 
same p^* diem pay as is paid to enlisted men in the serv- 
ice of the United States. 

5. The memlbers of the Home Guard shall be subject 
to the disciplinary provisions of the Military Code in so far 
as they may be applicable to that organization. 

6. The following units of the Home Guard are hereby 
authorized, and the governor ie herehy requested to pro- 
vide for the organization and enlistment thereof, namely:

Unthinking people in the state for a time expressed them- Members 
selves as being amused by the Home Guard. Two disasters of EfJ|Jf^„cy, 
major Importance have since its organization, occurred within 
Minnesota, and the speedy response as well as efficient work 
performed by the Home Guard, in connection with the National 
Guard, has silenced the ribald remarks of the (unthinking. 

Although the Home Guard is a military organization, it has 
been used in civilian capacities in its home locality for such 
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duties as fighting fires, securing of information relative to suf- 
ferers in the recent epidemic of influenza, acting as assistant 
legal advisers to draft boards, and other clerical work, necessary 
and, in fact, anything that a ibody of public-spirited, energetic 
citizens might undertake to further the interests of public safety 
in their home districts. 
Aetivities In addition to the civilian duties performed, members of the 

Home Guard have acted as escorts to drafted men; have assisted 
in the conduct of "slacker raids"; as deputy sheriffs, patroledi 
the cities of Minneapolis and St. Paul during the street car strike 
of Derember, 1917; took part in parades and other demonstra-. 
tions; assisted in Liberty Loan, Red Cross, Y. M. C. A., Salvation 
Army, Y. W. C. A., and other patriotic drives for funds, and have 
lent themselves individually and collectively to propaganda for 
maintaining the morale of the home folks. 

The members of these organizations are to be congratulated 
and con^plimented for their enthusiasm and pertinacity in deal- 
ing with whatever situation they were confronted with. 

Although only in state service, the members of the Home 
Guard have, by reason of their faithful adherence to duty, their, 
uncomplaining, cheerful attitude toward hardships endured, been 
themselves an inspiration to the men who are fighting civiliza- 
tion's battle in EJurope. 

The Ninth, Tenth, Thirteenth and Nineteenth Battalions were 
requested to furnish their rosters, they failed to do so and are 
not included in this report. 

First Battalion. 

The First Battalion of the Minnesota Home Guard, with 
headquarters and all companies located in St. Paul, Minn., was 
tentatively organized June 18, 1917. The companies were sworn 
in at later dates as they were completed by enlistments. 

During the summer of 1917 the battalion drilled by com- 
panies and as a battalion onoe each week on the 3t. Thomas 
CJollege drill grounds. Men within the draft age or those who 
were expecting to enter the army were given an intensive drill 
twice each week. As a direct result of this training received 
by membership in the Home Guard the men who later went into 
Federal armed service were made non-commissioned ofilcers 
shortly after their arrival at encampments. This battalion, as 
well a^si all others in the state, acted as a guard of honor in 
addition to patroling the depots of entrainment used by drafted 
men en route to camp. This service was begun shortly after 
the organization of each battalion. 

QDuring the street car strike of St Paul and Minneapolis In 
December, 1917, the First Battalion was mobilized at the St. 

Each member was 
sworn in as a deputy sheriff of Ramsey County and acted in 
that capacity during the strike.

Second Battalion. 

The Second Battalion, largely, was enlisted and commis- 
sioned in the Fourth Infantry, M. N. G., and was never reorgan- 
ized as Home Guard. , 

Third Battalion. 

The Third Battalion, Minnesota Home Guard, with head- 
quarters in Duluth, was organized on June 11, 1917, and Com- 
panies A, B, C and D were mustered into service on October 3, 
1917. Company E, located at Two Harbors, was mustered in on 
September 20, 1917. 

In addition to five so-called "slacker raids" made in Duluth 
and one at Proctor, Minn., the Third Battalion was also called 
for duty during the St. Paul-Minneapolis street car strike in 
December, 1917. On September 1, 1917, this battalion occupied 
a prominent position and received much praise and credit for 
their soldierly appearance in the Loyalty Day parade in Duluth. 
They also participated in the Allies' Day parade February 14, 
1^18; Liberty Loan parade, April 8; Red Ci;oss parade, May 17; 
Memorial Day parade, May 30; and Independence Day parade 
and celebration, July 4, 1917. 

A stand of colors was presented to the battalion on October 
22, 1917. This presentation was made into quite a ceremony 
which was participated in by various civic organizations of 
Duluth and was the cause of considerable favorable comment in 
the press of that locality. 

An individual competitive drill was participated in by the 
entire ibattalion February 5, 1918, the beneficial results of which 
were seen when the battalion went into camp for two days 
August 10 and 11, 19181.

Formal recogni- 
tion was given Company A on July 10; Company B, July 11; 
Company C, July 13; Company D, August 3, 1917; Company E, 
June 25, 1918; Company F, February 19, 1918; and Company G, 
June 13, 1918. 

In addition to participatioi^ in parades, patriotic celebrations, 
military funerals, escort of drafted men, and police duties. Com- 
pany B, of Hibbing, acted as fire-fighters during the fires near 
Carson Lake on May 16, 1918.

During the street car strike in the Twin Cities in 
December of 1917 Companies A, B and C helped to maintain 
law and order. 

Company C, of Winona, traveled through counties Winona, 
Olmsted and Wabasha for an entire day in an endeavor to 
stimulate recruiting for the United States Army.

In June of 1918 this battalion was mustered into the service 
of the National Guard and those failing to be accepted in the 
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National Guard w6re given their discharge, and Major Lewis 
was appointed Colonel of the Fifth Regiment, Minnesota Infan- 
try, National Guard. 

At this time the Sixth Battalion was reorganized and the 
following companies formed. A, B, C, D, E, F, G, H and I, which 
were located at respectively Fairfax, Comfrey, Windom, Maple- 
ton and Mankato, St. James, Sleepy Eye, Le Sueur Center, 
Springfield and Adrian.

Company A, in addition to routine work and officers' training 
school, have done patrol and guard duty, have had two service 
marches of fifteen miles each, with a complete company. They 
also guarded the property of the Minnesota & Ontario Power 
Company two night and days, until relieved by the Fourth In- 
fantry, Minnesota National Guard. They attended the encamp- 
ment of the Twenty-first Battalion at Red Lake on September 
, 14 to 17, 1918, and for the past four months have met all trains 
in an effort to Intercept slackers. 

Company B have also met all trains. Company did three 
days' police duty during the Roseau County Fair, also did police 
duty at the Fourth of July celebration, and have harvested %QO0 
acres of grain for the neighboring farmers.

Twenty-second Battalion under Major Marshall. 

Attached to this battalion for military duty is a detach- 
ment of the Sanitary Corps, with Captain E. H. Stnith in com- 
mand, which is well equipped at their own expense, and well 
drilled. There is also a fine band of 25 pieces. 

This battalion held its first encampment at ''Camp J. D. 
Yost" on August 14, 1918, at the Red Lake Indian agency, in 
connection with the Indian Fair at which Major J. D. Yost, then 
in charge of army recruiting for Minnesota and Major W. C. 
Garis were honor guests. 

Company A was the first in Minnesota to conceive of the 
plan of meeting the trains to apprehend slackers, and have had 
marked success in this work.

MinneBOta is the only state in the Union which has a mA- 
formed, <armed and thoroughly military body of business and 
professional men who have offered their own motor cars for 
any ^ty the state may see fit to call them on. A total of 
2,450 men have signed an enlistment Wank signifying their will- 
iDgniess to do this tor the sum of one dollar a day for the enlist- 
ed men and two dollars for the officers. 

Other stat^ namely, New York, Massachusetts, Texas and oniy corps 
Pennsylvania, have a volunteer motor corps fbut in no Instance, ^ '^*"*' 
according to all the information placed at the disposal of the 
Adjutant General's office, are they oh the military, uniformed 
basis that the Motor Corps, Minnesota Home Guards are. 

This body of men have earned themselves the right of per- 
petuation for the work they have accomplished during the two 
natmtil disasters which smote Minnesota with a heavy hand 
during 1918. In some circles they are already called "The 
Marines of Minnesota." This nickname is due to the fact that 
they are the first on the scene and owing to their mobility may 
be sent almost anywhere. 

In 1917 the neuclus of the present Motor Corps was organ- 
ijBed under the name "Minnesota Motor Reserve." The idea being 
to secure a few -cars in each county which would be under the 
direction of the sheriff of that county. These men were to be 
used for the purpose of transporting any posse or any body of 
armed troops from one point within the state to any other part 
where there was need of them. 

The idea was a good one but did not go far enough. >In addi- 
tion there was no discipline, nor any means of enforcing it. If a 
"reserve" man did not desire to answer any call there was no 
m.eans of forcing him to do it. (No such instances occurred, so 
far as is known.) 

W. R. Stephens, a Minneapolis automobile man, conceived sttphMt 
the idea of making the organization over (it had become morl- ^•■•■•^••^•"•*« 
bund>) and conceived the plan of militarizing it. The plan was 
presented to the Adjutant General and received his hearty ap- 
proval. It was then presented to the Governor and upon receiv- 
ing his okeh, permission was given and St^hens was commis- 
sioned as major in the Motor Corps. 

Automobile dealers throughout the state were appealed to 
and opportunity was given them to join. In less than three 
months sufficient members were enlisted to make five full bat- 
talions. 
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These men have completely outfitted and equipped them- 
selves at their own expense. 
Tyler First The first real duty that thei^e men saw was during the Tyler 

disaster. Driving over roads that in some places were almost 
Impassible as the result of the storm a "train" of motor cars 
roared their way along the roaids from the Twin Cities to the 
stricken village, "bearing medical supplies, equipment and other 
sorely needed articles. 

Their work was of an intensive nature while duty in this 
village and they were given a vote of thanks by the grateful 
inhabitants. 

It was during the forest fires in northeastern Minnesota 
during October, 1918, that this organization proved its mettle. 

Answering the order of the Adjutant General from Moose 
Lake the entire First Battalion bored its way into the north 
all night Sunday, October 13-14, and arrived at Moose Lake on 
Monday morning. Without stopping for rest or anything to eat 
the majority of the men were dispatched imimediately into the 
fire gutted district to care for the sick and recover the ibodies 
of the dead. 
ExTstint"' They did work that was almost superhuman in quantity and 

was heroic in quality. Time was non-existent for them and be- 
cause they were the only means of transportation in the larger 
section of the burned territory, they were going day and night. 

In addition to these two major operations in which they par- 
ticipated the Motor Corps has taken part in slacker raids round 
ups of automobile thieves and in other ways made their pres- 
ence known among the lawless <ot troublesome elements in the 
sitate. 

The personnel is of the highest type and deserves the highest 
praise from all sources.

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UNUSUAL ACTIVITIES OF 
STATE MILITARY 

BLOOMING PRAIRIE. 

After repeated yiolation of an order of tlie Minnesota 
Commission of Public Safety regulating the hours of opera- 
tion of the four saloons in the village of Blooming Prairie, 
Governor Burnquist ordered General Rhinow, on July 1, 1918, to 
proceed at once with a detail of state troops and close up the 
saloons found operating in violation of the closing order. The 
order was received at 1:00 P. M. At 2:15 P. M. eight motor cars, 
furnished by the St. Paul Battalion, Motor Corps, Minnesota 
Home Guard, left the State Capitol loaded with soldiers bound 
for Blooming Prairie. The run was made at a high rate of 
speed over good roads via Faribault and Owatonna. 

Troops Stay The troops were ordered to remain outside the village limits 

Outtitft. ^j^^jj ^ survey of the situation was made by General Rhinow. 

On his entry into the village three of the four saloons were 
(found to be operating. They were ordered to close immediately, 
and all except the saloon owned and operated by John Coggins 
expressed their willingness to comply. He announced with 
much vehemence that he would remain open until he was closed. 
He was closed. 

A courier was sent immediately to the troops who were 
waiting just outside the village limits and upon their arrival the 
saloons were closed and all patrons ordered to get out. 

A guard was maintained at both the front and back doors 
of the three saloons ordered closed. These men were instructed 
to permit only the owner of the saloon to enter until further 
orders. A large number of citizens of Blooming Prairie ex- 
presseo their deep gratification at the closing order. 

Guard Main- In the evidence presented to the Minnesota Commission of 

Weekl/'*"* Public Safety, it is understood, excessive drinking was materially 
hampering cultivation of the crops and intoxicated "Joy-riders" 
made the public highways a menace to other people. 

After closing the saloons, placing the guard, arranging for 
their subsistence and quarters, General Rhinow, followed by the 
members of the Motor Corps, returned to St. Paul that same 
evening. The guards were maintained in Blooming Prairie until 
three weeks later. 
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TYLER. 

The Tyler disaster, which occurred on the night of August Thirty-sIx 
21, 1918, caused a loss of life of 3^6 men, women and children. 
The cyclone struck this village at 9 : 20 P. M., lasted only about 
30 seconds, hut in that time did more damage in proportion than 
was suffered in the Baltimore fire or the San Francisco earth- 
quake and fire. 

Official news of the gravity of the disaster was not com- 
municated to General Rhinow until 8:20 on the morning fol- 
lowing the catastrophe. Because of heavy rains it was not 
thought desirable to attempt to make the trip by motor from 
St. Paul to Tyler. The first train which would connect at Man- 
kato was scheduled to leave St. Paul at 9:45 A. M. General 
Rhinow, accompanied by one of his staff, was on that train, after 
having hurriedly made contingent preparations for shipment of 
food, tentage, blankets and other necessities if the conditions at 
Tyler warranted such action. 

J. R. Welsh, superintendent of the western division, Chicago, Welsh 
St Paul, Minneapolis & Omaha Railroad, was on board this special** 
train and through his efforts a special train to carry the relief Train, 
party was secured to start from Mankato immediately on arrival 
in that city. 

Telegrams were sent to Colonel G. A. Lewis, Fifth Regiment 
Infantry, Minnesota National Guard, at Mankato, requesUng him 
to supply a sufficient force of nurses, doctors and emergency 
workers to accompany the special train. Bandages, surgical 
instruments and other medical necessities were also requested. 

The special train, composed of one day coach, one caboose 
and a' passenger engine, pulled out of Mankato with right-of-way 
over everything, within five minutes after the arrival of the St. 
Paul train. Both the women and the men of the party occupied 
the little more than three hours by rolling bandages and in 
other ways preparing for immediate relief work. Only the most 
meager information as to the details of the disaster and relief 
had been given General Rhinow, but preparations and plans, 
sufficiently elastic, were laid to cope with the situation. 

Immediately upon the arrival of the special train the nurses, Hospital 
doctors and emergency workers were transported by automobile Mmtanr*. ^ 
to the temporary hospital, located in the newly erected dormi- 
tory of the Danish College. Major G. A. Dahl, commanding 
officer of the Medical Corps, Fifth Regiment Infantry, Minnesota 
National Guard, was ordered to take active command of the 
hospital. He organized the nurses and doctors who were already 
on the scene, together with the nurses and doctors who accom- 
panied the relief train, and within one hour after his arrival had 
systematized and put oh a scientifically accurate basis the opera- 
tion of the hospital.

In the meantime General Rhinow had made a hasty survey 
of the situation and hegun the work of relief organization. 
State troops from Pipestone and Worthin-gton who had been 
ordered to Tyler prior to the departure of General Rhinow estab- 
lished guard lines around the ruined section of the city in order 
that curiosity seekers and sightseers should not hamper the 
work of rescue which was then going on. In order to pass 
through this line of armed guards it was necessary to possess a 
military pass signed by General Rhinow. These passes were 
issued to all persons who had resided in the ruined district, 
doctors, undertakers, village officials, and those people engaged 
in emergency work. 

After conference with the village officials it was decided 
^hat, while a declaration of the establishment of military law 
was not necessary, it was desirable that the policing of the 
village be done entirely by the state military. By reason of this 
decision all responsibilities were centralized and a greater 
degree of safety assured the grief-stricken village. 

The suddenness of the catastrophe and its magnitude had 
temporarily dazed the residents of Tyler, who, in the majority 
of cases, wandered aimlessly about the streets, stopping now 
and then to excitedly discuss the details of the cyclone, and at 
10:15 P. M., noticing that the crowds were not thinning out 
appreciably in the downtown district, General Rhinow ordered 
that a "crier" be sent out to notify the entire village that all 
civilians must be off the street at 11:00 P. M. 

Patrols were established all through the village that night 
in order that ample protection from the fire hazard might be 
had, as well as to prevent looting of the many valuables, salvaged 
from ruins, which were lying exposed in the front yards and on 
porches. 

Under the glare of two large acetylene flares the work of 
searching the ruins for any possible bodies or victims still alive 
was continued throughout the night. The flares were furnished 
by the division superintendent of the Northwestern Railroad, 
together with two men to operate them. 

Desiring to familiarize himself with the ruined districts in 
order to establish a thoroughly efficient system of reconstruction 
General Rhinow made a careful inspection throughout the night 
hours, laid out a comprehensive system of guard mount and 
indicated the various spots at which reconstruction work was 
to begin as early as possible on BYiday morning. 

When the first glimmer of dawn lit the eastern sky the first 
squads of "reconstruction details" of state troops began their 
tasks of clearing the streets, demolishing dangerous walls and 
carrying on the search for bodies. At noon on Friday a detach- 
ment of 100 Selective Service men, under command of Captain 
R. W. Hotchkiss, commandant of the training detachment at the 
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University of South Dakota, Brookings, South Dakota, arrived 
•for reconstruction duty. These men remjained until Saturday 
afternoon, when they returned to Brookings. 

A "community funeral" of the victims of the cyclone was Military 
agreed upon hy the remaining relatives, to ^be held from the Bujiti. ^^ 
Danish Lutheran Church Saturday at 2:00 P. M. A temporary 
morgue had been established in the opera house, and it was 
from this place that the funeral cortege started. A military 
escort, consisting of six privates and one non-commissioned of- 
ficer, was detailed by General Rhinow to act as pallbearers for 
each of the 36 Tyler victims. 

As the procession of dead wound its way from the morgue 
to the church all the activities of the stricken village ceased. 
Marching alongside each casket were the uniformed pallbearers. 
Every available vehicle was pressed into service to convey the 
relatives and friends of the dead. The funeral service was held 
outside of the Danish Lutheran Church, where temporary seat- 
ing facilities had been arranged. Interment was in the two local 
cemeteries. 

On the Sunday following the disaster at Tyler a continuous 70.000 Past 
procession of automobiles passed through the stricken village. tJwii"''' 
Conservative estimates placed the total number of visitors for 
that day at more than 70,000. Despite this tremendous number 
not one accident occurred within the village limits. This was 
due to the fact that a thoroughly efficient military control was 
established. 

Automobiles were permitted to enter and pass through at a 
rate of ©peed not less than 12 miles an hour and not more than 
20 miles an hour. In the event that an automobile broke Qown 
or suftered tire trouble while within the village limits it was 
immediately pulled to one of the side streets by the soldiers and 
in this way no congestion permitted to occur. 

This abnormal influx of visitors probably established a 
record for the State of Minnesota, at least, one which will not 
soon be equaled. It was an enviable record established by the 
military and one which was duly appreciated by the village offi- 
cials and citizens. 



A mass meeting of the citizens of Tyler was held in the 
opera house on the evening of August 2&th for the purpose of 
determining what future steps should be taken by the citizens to 
reconstruct the ruined section of the village. The meeting was 
presided over by S. N. Hansen, mayor of Tyler, who introduced 
General Rhinow. In his introduction Mayor Hansen eulogized 
the efficient manner in which the state troops handled the 
emergency situation in Tyler.

A document of appreciation signed by the majority of the 
•business men of the town was presented to General Rhinow and 
read sls follows: 

"To Brigadier General iW. F. Rhinow, Adjutant General 
of Minnesota: 
"Sir: The undersigned citizens of the village of 
Tyler desire to express to you by this means their hearty 
appreciation of the efficient manner in which you, 
through the medium of the state troops, have handled 
the emergency situation in Tyler. 

"Due to the efforts of your officers and men the 
village has been thoroughly policed and we have been 
enabled to sleep soundly each night, secure in the knowl- 
edge that our homes would not be looted, that our 
women would not be at the mercy of any unscrupulous 
men, and that we were protected from the added horrors 
of fire. 

"We, as loyal American citizens, do appreciate the 
help you have given us, and do now and will in the 
future seek ways and means of more materially showing 
our appreciation." 

The matter of rebuilding the ruined section of the village 
was discussed in detail and a general committee on arrange- 
ments was nominated. 

Desiring to keep the public fully informed of the ever- 
changing conditions during the emergency. General Rhinow or- 
dered the establishing of "The Military Orders," a daily publica- 
tion. First publication was made on August 23rd and daily 
thereafter up to and including August 28ith. As far as can be 
ascertained this is the first time in history that a militsS-y organ- 
ization during a period of emergency published and distributed 
gratuitously a daily bulletin containing condensed local news of 
general interest and military orders for the maintenance of law, 
order and sanitation. 

Each issue of "The Military Orders" contained sanitary 
orders issued by Major Dahl. Due to the efficient work of the 
Medical Corps in issuing and enforcing sanitary regulations, 
epidemic diseases were prevented and civic sanitaiion restored. 

A heavy wind storm struck Tyler on the morning of August 
asth, uprooting several trees and creating a state of panic amon^ 
the hospital patients who were recovering from injuries sus- 
tained during the cyclone. The guard was doubleif and the 
mere presence of the military quieted the more frightened. 

Representatives of the Red Cross reached the scene of the 
cyclone immediately following the arrival of the military. Miss 
Louise Pye, of Minneapolis, was assigned to Tyler as the Red 
Oross representative and took over the mass of detail work 
necessary to relief.

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MOTOR CORPS ENCAMPMENT. 

Evwr Heidf "^^^ ^^^ encampment of the Motor Corps, Minnesota Home 

Guard, was held at Camp Lakeview, Lake City, Minnesota, Sep- 
temfber 21 to 23, 1918. It was an unqualified success with almost 
a thousand men present and more than 600 automobiles. 

This organization is absolutely unique in that it is composed 
of business and professional men, who are owners of automobiles 
and who have voluntarily donated their services and the use 
of their cars to the state in any emergency. These men are 
uniformed and have agreed to he responsible for all expenses 
incurred by them while on duty. 

"K. P." Work During the encampment the members of the corps cheer- 

H«rd. fully subjected themselves to the rigorous discipline attendant 

on military life, performed the arduous duties of "kitchen police" 
(waiting on table, washing dishes, etc.), took their turn as guards 
and acted as messengers and all hecause it was part of the 
"game." Although the life at the camp was somewhat strenu- 
ous for most of the members of the Miotor Corps, they grimly 
ignored aching muscles and smilingly asked for more duties. ^ 

The encampment was under direct command of Colonel 
W. R. Stephens, commander of the Motor Corps. On the second 
day of the encampment^ Sunday, September 22, a formal review 
and parade of the troops was held. The review officers were 
General Rhinow, Brigadier General Perry Harrison, Commander 
• of the Second Brigade, Minnesota National Guard, and Colonel 
Stephens. 

Motor Drill One of the unique features of the encampment was the motor 

Causes Prtlso. ^^^^^ ^^^^ ^^ Sunday. More than 600 cars swiftly formed into 
columns of two, columns of squads and platoon formation and 
sped past the reviewing oflftcers. The sight of so many cars 
performing evolutions in strict military formation brought forth 
cheer after cheer from the assembled visitors and the towns- 
people from Lake City. 

"This is a sight never to he forgotten," said General Rhinow. 
"The display of efficiency on the part of the Motor Corps is one 
which will cause even the most hardened to pause before incit- 
ing any riots or unlawful demonstrations. The rapidity of trans- 
portation, the efficiency of the organization and the willingness 
of its members are causes for self congratulation by all patrioti<^ 
citizens of Minnesota." 

Dismounted riot formations were used by the Motor Corps 
during the exhibition. Brandishing riot sticks and yelling at the 
top of their voices about 300 members of the motor corps, dis- 
mounted, swept down the parade ground. This demonstration, 
was pronounced by visiting officers to be "a wonderfully effi- 
cient and bloodless manner of coping with a lawless, unorgan- 
ized mob." 
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As wltji all military organizations, the commissary is a very Thirty-ewit 
important item, and judging from the expressions of satisfac- 
tion by officers and men at the encampment, too much credit 
cannot be given Captain W. R. Peters, supply officer, and his 
organization. At a total expense per meal per man of approxi- 
mately thirty cents, officers and enlisted men ate the best of 
food and were given plenty of it. 

The staff officers, together with an advance guard from each 
of the Minneapolis companies, left Minneapolis at 7:30 a. m., 
Friday, September 20, for the camp. On 'arrival, the entire de- 
tail was put to work erecting tents and performing the necessary 
labors attendant on the opening of such a camp. Detachments 
of men began arriving in camp lat^ Friday evening and con- 
tinued until Sunday morning. As rapidly as they arrived tiie 
men were alloted sleeping quarters and assigned parking space 
(for their motor cars. 

Motion pictures were taken of the encampment and will Motion 
he used hy the Motor Corps for entertainment and instruction TiUionof 
purposes. The cost of the motion pictures was guaranteed (by a ®""*•• 
pro-rata assessment for each of the ten battalions. A copy of 
the pictures is to he sent to Washington and placed in the 
archives of the Federal Government for historical purposes.

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FOREST FIRES. 

Forest fires in St. Louis, Carlton and Aitkin counties snuifed 
out nearly 500 lives and injured tiiree times that many people 
on October 12, 1918. 

A p^roperty loss exceeding |100,000,000 was also suifered. 
Homes were destroyed, homes which had been slowly building 
in (frontier fashion for years. 



iState military forces, acting under the direction of the 
Adjutant General, were rushed to the scene by special train and 
motor transportation. Survivors and civilian workers have since 
declared that "had it not been for these troops the casualty list 
would have been tripled." 

Sufficient credit can never be given the efficient work done 
by the State Military in combating tihe flames, rescuing and 
caring for the injured, disposing of the dead, and in other ways 
coping with a situation which was of a magnitude never before 
reached in the hifitory of Minnesota. 

These men worked for long periods of time without rest or 
food until the situation had (been alleviated. With smoke-grimed 
faces and soot4>lackened hands, with uniforms rumpled and 
shoes cri«ped by the hot ashes, these men willingly performed 
gruesome and nerve-racking work without complaint.

Had it not been for the Motor Corps, Minnesota Home 
Guard, the splendid work done by the other organizations would 
have been seriously hampered, if not completely nullified. 
Tliese troops, the majority of whom are highly paid executives, 
cheerfully gave up direction of their business at the call for 
help and grimly undertook the muscle-tearing, bone-grinding 
la;bor8 made necessary by the widespread fiames. 

Driving their cars over roads that were on fire, fording 
streams where bridges had been burned out, hurdling the places 
where culverts had been, these members of the Motor Corps 
endured hardships that seem on retrospection to have been 
superhuman. 

Stories of survivors who escaped from the horrors of the 
fire detailed experiences which can only be approached by de- 
scriptions of the horrors enumerated in Dante's "Inferno."

(Fanned by wind which at times reached a velocity of more seventy- 
than 70 miles an hour, forest fires which had been smoldering qj||J^ 
for days, and in some cases weeks, swept over and completely 
incinerated everything in its path in an area approximately 85

These fires were as freakish as tornadoes and cyclones are 
reputed to be. Farms and farm buildings directly in the path of 
the"fire were in some cases absolutely unscathed. Piles of lum- 
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ber, acres of shocked corn, sdioel houses and churches which, 
were untouched loomed up like islands in the midst of an ocean 
. of grayish-black ashes.

In some places the fire was of such intensity that it con- 
sumed the earth to a depth of one or two feet. A soldier re- 
turned from the western front, incapacitated for further military 
service because of wounds, eaid: "I had thought that the de- 
vastation wrought by the retreating Germans was of such calibre 
that I would never see anything to exceed it This burnt-over 
area is so completely extinguished of all semblance of human 
occupation that the deliberately destroyed territory deserted by 
the Germans was almost a Paradise in comparison with this." 

On the evening of October 12, ISl-S, a frenzied call (for help 
was sent out from Duluth, Moose Lake and Lawler. Meager 
press dispatches containing the ominous news that communica- 
tion had been interrupted with various towns and villages in 
the threatened section were given to the Adjutant General, and 
sensing a disaster which might require hundreds of men to 
cope with, he determined to view the situation himself.

Accompanied by his driver and two members of his staff, 
the Adjutant General proceeded by motor from St. Paul to the 
burning district. Aitkin was the first town 'bordering on the fire 
zone at which a stop was made. Although surrounded by fire, 
Aitkin was not then in real danger. Arrangements were made 
here for additional help in case the situation became critical. 

Proceeding from Aitkin by way of McGregor, the Adjutant 
General reached Lawler. With the exception of a hotel, store, 
schoolhouse and three residences, Lawler was a blackened ruin. 
Men, women and children, scantily clad, hungry and homeless, 
sat dazed along what once had been the main business street of 
the village. A hurried survey of the immediate needs of the 
people left in Lawler was made, and the Adjutant General pro- 
ceeded direct to Moose Lake, which he had been informed was 
the scene of the greatest suffering in the district. 

Distorted, fire-charred bodies lying in cramped positions 
along the road, fire-stripped automobiles cuddling close to the 
fences which had wrecked them, scorched and singed domestic 
animals numbed with pain, and party after party of injured and 
homeless refugees were passed between Lawler and Moose Lake.

Temporary headquarters for the Adjutaht General were 
established at Moose Lake, from which point he issued orders 
calling out Minneapolis and iSt. Paul battalions of the Motor 
Corps and Home Guard and National Guard for duty in this 
district. 

The Motor Corps traveled all night Sunday, arriving at 
Moose Lake early Monday morning. The immediate task con- 
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fronting these troops was the rescue of the injured from the 
surrounding territory in order that they might be adequately 
cared for at the emergency hospital located in the high school 
building at Mooso Lake. 



Location and transportation of the dead and Injured was Motor 
left to the Motor Corps and members of the Home Guard. Gel- Hemrm. 
lars and root-cellars, wells and ditches as well as streams were 
searched, and all brought forth their quota of the dead. Tiny 
infants as well as the aged were tenderly carried to luxurious 
touring cars for transportation to the nearest military head- 
quarters, where identification, if possible, and burial was made. 

The entire burned district was placed under martial law Sl^lif/ly 
and armed sentries were located at strategical points with in- 
structions to refuse passage to sightseers and those with no 
legitimate business in that territory. 

Printed posters containing detailed military, sanitary and 
medical orders were displayed at all crossroads and prominent 
locations throughout the district. This work was accomplished 
by Monday afternoon. 

Searching parties ordered to recover the dead brought motor 
after motor loaded with the gruesome, fire-charred bodies of 
what were once ambitious, hard-working settlers, into the tem- 
porary morgues at Moose Lake and Duluth. 

In many cases where one or more of a family had been 
saved the bodies of the rest of the family were tenderly cared 
for at nearby farmhouses which had escaped the fire. Rude pine 
coffins were clumsily fashioned by these neighbors and the bod- 
ies so recovered were buried near the scene of their death. 

It is not known how many bodies were thus disposed of, but 
it is estimated that the total is more than 300. 



In a fire-blackened clearing about two miles ofC the road a Fattitr 
relief party (bearing provisions and medical supplies discovered oau^ttr. 
a father digging a grave, while his wife, with bowed back and 
bent head, cuddled to her breast the blanket- wrapped body of 
their 6-year-old daughter. Mute with grief and stunned by the 
enormity of their loss, these hardy pioneers were bravely pre- 
paring to bury the body of their only daughter. 

When the grave had reached a depth of about four feet the 
stiffened form of the little girl was tenderly lowered and the 
father began the heart-wrenching task of filling in the grave. 
Clod by clod, handful by handful, the little body was covered. 
With dry-eyed intensity the mother watched this process until 
with a shuddering moan she mercifully collapsed in a dead faint. 
When the grave had been half filled the father also collapsed, 
leaving the rest of the work to the relief party.

Community funerals were held in Moose Lake and Duluth 
of tlie victims whose bodies had been recovered (by the military. 
These interments were made as soon as possible owing to the 
conditions of the bodies. It was not practicable to defer burial. 
The larger number were buried on * Tuesday and Wednesday, 
October 15 and 16, 1918. 

General Rhinow, because of the central location of M^se 
Lake, ordered that village made relief and medieal headquarters 
for the ""entire district. The schoolhouse was made into an 
emergency hospital and clothing distribution base. As rapidly 
as possible the people whose condition necessitated surgical 
attention or hospital treatment were evacuated to hospitals in 
Duluth, Minneapolis and St. Paul. By this means the facilities 
of the schoolhouse were not severely taxed at any one time. 

It must be imderstood that there were absolutely no facili- 
ties with which to work left in Mbose Lake. Medical suiH^lies, 
surgical equipment, tools, clothing, bedding, machinery, and 
anything and everything that was necessary to properly cope 
with the situation was sihii^ed from Duluth, Minnei^olis or 
St. Paul.

It was here that the remarkable elasticity of the state mili- 
tary resources was demonstrated. A 24-hour supply organization 
was maintained in the Adjutant General's office. State Capitol, 
St. Paul. 

This organization provided everything needed as rapidly as 
ordered, from. pins to tractors, socks to tents, and all the food 
necessary to feed both the refugees and the relief workers. Had 
it not been for the uniform efficiency displayed toy this emer- 
gency supply organization the work of relief could not have 
proceeded. 

Under direction of Major William C. Garis, Chief of Staff, 
emiployes in the Adjutant General's office, together with line 
officers from Home Guard and National Guard units, maintained 
tihis 24^hour purchasing and supply service which promptly filled 
every request for material and suw>lies telephoned it from the 
ruined district.

As Aitkin had not been destroyed nor even touched by the 
fire, but was still surrounded by flre which would only take a 
high wind to make exceedingly dangerous, fire-fighting equip- 
ment was requested from Minneapolis. A horse-drawn steamer, 
a motor-driven chemical outfit and a hose cart with 1,2<)0 feet 
of hose, together with a box car loaded with buckets and barrels, 
were brought to Aitkin by C. W. Ringer, chief of the Minileapdliis 
Fire Department. This equipment loaded on a fecial train 
was held in reserve at Aitkin for five days until the danger had 
passed. 

Jjighi rain began falling in the fire 4istriet October 19, 1918, 
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and assisted materially in the work of fire-fighting. Wlhile the 
rains of themselves were not of sufficient volume to extinguish 
the fires, they dampened the untouched portions to such an 
extent that the spread of the fires was made difficult. 

A hasty but thorough canvass of the entire district had been 
made by this time and all refugees who had suffered injury had 
been cared for by the doctors and nurses. While some attention 
had been i>aid to the precarious situation of the livestock of the 
district, it had been impossible to adequately care for this 
situation up to this time. 

• Parties of expert livestock men, all volunteers, were then 
sent throughout the district to care for the remaining livestock. 
A census was made of the livestock population and an estimate 
furnished of the amount of food necessary to carry them through 
the coming winter. All stock in need of veterinary services 
were listed and the veterinarians were furnished.

Rehabilitation was now the order of the day. Plans for the 
erection of frame buildings of sufficient permanency to insure 
warmth for the coming winter were made. Material and work- 
men were provided, and in the course of a few days a large 
number of these structures had been erected. The necessity 
for such work can readily be seen when it is known that it was 
not uncommon for a four-room house to provide shelter for 30 
to 40 people and larger houses in proportion. 

Where possible these buildings were erected on the prop- 
erty owned by the settler, if he intended to rebuild. In other 
cases they were erected in Moose Lake and Cloquet to care for 
the survivors in a "community fashion." 

Carpenters and other members of the building trades from 
Duluth and Superior volunteered their services on several suc- 
ceeding Sundays and in this manner erected the buildings with 
a minimum of expense and a maximum of efficiency. Much 
credit is due these workmen for this donation of labor. 

"Knocked-down" houses were also built in Duluth and sent 
to the burnt-out settlers for erection on their lands. These 
houses could be erected without any other skill than that neces- 
sitated by the use of a wrench and screw-driver. Use of these 
houses was also a great factor in the speed with which shelter 
was provided the refugees.

alarmed by the prevalence of the fires, were fighting them in an 
endeavor to control and in this manner save their homes from 
destruction. When the heavy wind came on Saturday, October 
12th, all the able-bodied men of that territory were out on the 
line of fire fighting it. 

As the fire gained headway these unsung heroes were, in 
many cases, cut off from their homes by fiames. The toll of the 
dead was increased materially by the efforts made by these men 
to reach their homes in order to protect their families. This 
was the reason so many women and children lost their lives. 

Wherever groups of >citizens of the burned, district would 
congregate there would be expressions of tJiankfulness for the 
rapid and efficient manner in which relief of a material nature 
was given them by the state. Residents of Oloquet held a mass 
meeting at Carlton; residents of Lawler held a mass meeting at 
Aitkin; residents of Autumba and Kettle River held a mass 
meeting at Moose Lake; and at all these mass meetings thanks 
were expressed to the Grovernor, the Adjutant General and the 
military and civil organizations who participated in the work 
of relief. 

The military had at this time been maintained in the burned 
district for more than two weeks and the work of rescue and 
rehabilitation as far as they were concerned was practically 
completed. Just as orders were in preparation to withdraw the 
military an ^idemic of * 'Spanish" Influenza assailed the sur- 
vivors of the fire horrors, and the relief work of the military 
began anew. 

Their physical condition weakened by exposure and excite- 
ment, these survivors of the fire horrors were ready victims for 
the infiuenza germ. Frantic calls for help were again sent out 
from this district. This time calls were for help to battle dis- 
ease instead of fire. Those men, women and children who had 
so bravely faced death by flame were this time in danger of 
disease. 

The overworked doctors, nurses and nurse's aides who had 
been combating influenza in the southern part of the state were 
appealed to to come to the north and care for the new epidemic. 
The need for these workers was great, but the supply was small. 
However, after much difficulty, the Adjutant General secured 
enough doctors and nurses to establish base hospitals at Cloquet 
and Aitkin, to supplement the work being done at the base 
hospital at Moose Lake. On the night of October 29, 1918, the 
Great Northern passenger train scheduled to leave St. Paul at 
11:10 P. M. was held two hours while the medical relief, party 
could be gathered together. The private car owned by Louis W. 
Hill was attached to the train and a seven-passenger state auto- 
mobile used by General Rhinow was also sent to be used tem- 
porarily as an ambulance. 
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On the day fallowing, October 30, 1918, a motor ambulance Ambulance 
was secured in St. Paul and eent to Cloquet to be used to trans- oioqu^t 
port from the country districts to the hospital such cases as 
were in need of medical attention. Accompanying the Adjutant 
General that night were Major B. A. Paulson and Lrieutenant 
Martin Aune, of Minneapolis, Captain B. V. Goltz and Dr. Eva 
Conhelm, of St. Paul, and Lieutenant G. C. Ernest, of South St. 
Paul, all physicians. 

It is an impossihility to name the heroes and keroines de- 
veloped by the fire and the work of rescue. It is also an 
impossibility to tell in detail the experiences endured by these 
same people. In order to properly arrive at some conception of 
the magnitude of the disaster a few instances typical of the life- 
or-death adventures will be related, minus the names of the 
people involved. The names will not be used for the reason that 
to specify a few and Ignore the majority would be unfair. 



In each natural disaster there is developed at least one indi- "Revere" of 
vidual who with uncanny foresight is enabled to perceive at least '^^»« "■*>'•• 
a portion of the disaster. These individuals invariably convey a 
warning to the threatened people and almost as invariably their 
warning is ignored. 

A timber "cruiser" whose knowledge of the three counties, 
Aitkin, Carlton and St. Louis, was of an extremely intimate 
nature rode through the town of Moose Lake in his automobile 
and shouted warnings to the inhabitants of the approaching fire. 
This man resided in Aitkin. As a direct result of his Intimate 
knowledge of the country he was enabled to save many families 
by taking little known trails and roads which led away from the 
path of the flames. 



A mother carrying in her arms a 4-months-old infant and 
striving to carry her 5-year-old daughter was hailed by an almost Child! 
exhausted man on the road leading into Moose Lake. This man 
had evidently been running for a long distance, as he was gasp- 
ing for ibreath and utterly weary by his exertions. The flames, 
roaring and whistling, were approaching with great rapidity. 
Dofling his coat and wrapping the 5-year-old girl in it, this man 
gasped to the mother: "Go on. Save yourself and the toaby. I 
will care for this little girl." 

A short time later this man staggered into the Soo depot at 
Moose Lake. Wearied by his struggle, the man had not pos- 
sessed the requisite speed to escape the racing flames. His 
clothes charred and tattered, his back one raw burn, he proudly 
but wearily set the 5-year-old girl on her feet, removed his 
smoking coat from around her body, gasped '*God, it's hot!" and 
mercifully fainted. 



Man Saves 
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SeetioR Hand A section hand employed by the Soo railroad at Lawler died 

Saves Biidi*. fighting the flames from a wooden bridge, which as the result 
of his exertions was comx>aratiyely uninjured. He had not been 
in the employ of the railroad a month, yet was very proud of 
his job. When other people of the town were pr^aring to 
depart in an endeavor to save themselves, he was warned to go. 
But he said then: "No, Til stick. I may be able to do some 
good." He did, but he lost his life by so doing. 
« « « 

A woman whose husband was fighting fire, noticing the 
rapid approach of the flames, took her four children and the wife 
and three children of a neighbor into her foot cellar. She also 
took a barrel of water with her and a number of blankets. 
Hastily stretching one of the blankets on the inside of the door, 
she saturated it with water. The flames reached the root cellar 
and passed it. Noticing that the air was rapidly becoming 
almost unbreathable, this woman saturated another blanket with 
water and taking hold of one end while the other mother took 
hold of the other end they violently shook the blanket 1t)ack and 
forth and by this means made the air breathable. It was neces- 
sary to keep the blanket at the door as well as the blanket being 
used for aeration completely saturated with water. The refugees 
stayed in the root cellar about five hours and none of them was 
any the worse for their experience. 

« « « 

Private George Vader of the Eighteenth Battalion, M. H. G., 
was the first casualty suffered by the state tro<]i)s. He was a 
member of Company C located at Moose Lake, and when the 
fire swept over the town he took a desperate chance in an en- 
deavor to save the life of a woman. He failed in tho endeavor 
and his fire-contorted body was discovered when searching par- 
ties started out. , 

It is with deep regret that the Adjutant General records the 
death of Private Guy A. Riddle, Company A, Seventh Battalion, 
Motor Corps, Minnesota Home Guard. Private Riddle was killed 
October 16, 1918, while on duty conveying supplies to refugees 
near Duluth. A tree, weakened by the fire, fell across the road 
just as Private Riddle was driving past. It is thought death was 
instantaneous. He is survived by a wife and one child. 

A social survey by the Red Cross under the direction of 
E. G. Steger, of Duluth, of the conditions surrounding the set- 
tlers in the burned districts was started on Novem'ber 1, 1918. 
Concise data regarding every family and person who lived in the 
district devastated by the fires was to be secured by visiting 
nurses, who will work under the direction of Mr. Steger. Re- 
uniting of scattered families, care and advice will be given by 
this survey committee. 

The following organizations deserve perpetuation of name 
for the work done by them or their representatives in the flre 
district: The Red Cross, Y. M. C. A., Salvation Army and com- 
mercial clubs of various cities of the state. 

Civilian doctors and nurses who valiantly risked their lives 
in serving sufferers of this fire are deserving of special com- 
mendation for their labor. 

A total relief fund of more than $5<)a,000.(M> was donated by 
Minnesota people and a few residents of other states.

"(CALL INTO FEDERAL SERVICE AND DRAFT OF THE 

NATIONAL GUARD) 

By the President of the United States of America 

A PROCLAMATiON 

Whereas, the United States of America and the Imperial German Got- 
ernment are now at war. and having in view the consequent danger of 
aggression by a foreign enemy upon the territory of the United States and 
the necessity for proper protection against possible interference with the 
execution of the laws of the Union by agents of the enemy, I. WOODROW 
WILSON. President of the United States, by virtue of the authority vested 
in me by the Constitution and the Laws of the United States, and through 
the Governors of the respective states, call into the service of the United 
States as of and from the dates hereinafter respectively indicated all mem- 
bers of the National Guard, and all enlisted members of the National Guard 
Reserve of the following states, who are not now in the service of the 
United States, except members of staff corps and departments not included 
in the personnel of tactical organizations, and except suoh officers of the 
National Guard as have been or may be specially notified by my authority 
that they will not be affected by this call, to-wit: 

On July 15. 1917. New York. Pennsylvania. Ohio, West Virginia, Mich- 
igan, Wisconsin, Minnesota, Iowa. North Dakota. South Dakota and Ne- 
braska. 

On July 2-5, 1917, Maine, New Hampshire, Vermont, Massachusetts, Rhode

2. And under the authority conferred upon me by clause second of 
section ope, of the Act of Congress "To authorize the President to increase 
temporarily the military establishment of the United States," approved 
May 18, 1917, 1 do hereby draft into the military service of the United States, 
as of, and from the fifth day of August, 1917, all members of the National 
Guard, and all enlisted members of the National Guard Reserve of the fol-

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3. All persons hereby drafted shall on and from the fifth day of August, 
1917, stand discharged from the militia, and, under the terms of section two 
of the Act of May 18, 1917, be subject to the laws and regulations govern- 
ing the Regular Army, except as to promotions so far as such laws and 
regulations are atolicable to persons whose permanent retention in the mili- 
tary service on the active or retired list is not contemplated by law. 

4. The members of each company, battalion, regiment, brigade, division 
or other organizations of the National Guard, hereby drafted into military 
service of the United States, shall be embodied in organizations correspond- 
ing to those of the Regular Army. The officers not above the rank of 
colonel of said organizations of the National Guard who are drafted, and 
whose officers are provided for in like organizations of the Regular Army, 
are hereby appointed officers in the Army of the United States, in the arm, 
staff corps or departments, and in such grades in which they now hold com- 
missions as officers in the Nationall Guard, such appointments to be 
effective, subject to acceptance, on and from the fifth day of August, 1917, 
and each of them subject to such acceptance, is hereby assigned as of the 
said date to the organization in the Army of the United States composed 
of those who were members of the organization of the National Guard in 
which at the time of draft he held a commission. The non-commissioned of- 
ficers of the organizations of the National Guard, the members of which 
are hereby idrafted, fU'e hereby appointed non-commissioned officers in their 
present grade in the organizations of the Army composed of said members 
and shall in each case have the same relative rank as heretofore and all 
other enlisted men are hereby confirmed in the Army of the United States 
in the grades and ratings held by them in the National Guard in all cases 
where such grades and ratings correspond to grades and ratings provided for 
in like organizations in the Regular Army, all such appointments of non- 
commissioned officers and confirmations of other enlisted men in their 
grades to be without prejudice to the authority of subordinate commanders 
in respect of promotions, reductions, and changes in enlisted personnel. 

5. Each organization of the military force hereby created will, until 
further orders, bear the same name and designation as the former organiza- 
tion of the National Guard of whose members it is composed. 

6. All necessary orders for combining the organizations created by 
embodying therein members of the National Guard and National Guard Re- 
serve hereby drafted into the military service of the United States into com- 
plete tactical units will be issued by the War Department.

These organizations being permanent and not merely a war meas- 
ure, will have to secure federal recognition, and this recognition will not be 
extended to companies unless they have a suitable armory, the required 
minimum strength, and a personnel grouped by locality so as to insure 
attendance at drills. 

3. The following persons are eligible for selection for a commission 
in the National Guard : 

"Officers and enlisted men of the National Guard; officers of tlie re- 
serve or unassigned list of the National Guard; officers active or 
retired, and former officers of the United States Army, Navy or 
Marine Corps; graduates of the United States Military and Naval 
Academies, and graduates of schools,- colleges, and universities 
where military service is taught under the supervision of an officer 
of the Regular Army." (Par. 2, Circular No. 13, M. B., 1916.) 

4. Officers will be required to pass such portion of the examination 
prescribed in Circular No. 13, M. B., 1916, as may be deemed expedient, 
which will include inquiry into candidates, antecedents, morals, and char- 
acter, educational opportunities and qualifications, business and professional 
experience, conduct, efficiency and s61dierly habits while a member of the 
Regular, Militia or Volunteer forces, and his probable efficiency and aptitude 
for the service. The elementary and professional examination will be com- 
pleted when practicable. 

"No candidate will be examined whose examination has not been au- 
thorized by the Secretary of War; who is not a citizen of the 
United States or has not declared his intention to become such; 
who in the judgment of the board, is not physically qualified to 
discharge all the duties of an officer in active service; who has 
any mental infirmity; whose moral fitness has not been clearly 
established; or who, being designated for commission other than by 
promotion, as second lieutenant, shall be more than 30; as first 
lieutenant, more than 36; as captain, more than 40; as major, more 
than 46; as lieutenant colonel, more than 50; as colonel, more than 
55; or as a general officer, more than 60 years old." (Par. 14, 
Circular No. 13, M. B., 1916.) 

5. Original enlistments will be made between 18 and 45 years of age, 
and as National Guard troops in the state service do not constitute a part 
of the Army of the United States, their personnel of selective draft age 
is subject to draft into Federal service under the Selective Service Regula- 
tions without change of draft classifications. 

6. EJnlistment papers will be executed in triplicate — one copy to be for- 
warded to these headquarters, one to regimental headquarters and the third 
retained. 

7. "Federal recognition as National Guard" is entirely separate and 
apart from "call or draft into Federal service," and the Secretary of War 
having definitely announced that National Guard troops, recognized since 
August 5, 1917, cannot be used to advantage as any part of the forces of 
the United States in training for overseas service, and will not be drafted 
for such service; these organizations will not be called for overseas service. 
However, they will be subject to "call" into the service of the United States 
in their capacity as militia for the usual constitutional purposes — to sup- 
press insurrection, repel invasion and execute the laws of the Union.

Washington, August 15, 1918. 

From: The Chief, Militia Bureau. 

To: The Adjutants General of all States, Territories and the District of 
Columbia. 

Subject: New Organizations. 

1. Before newly organized National Guard units are inspected with a 
view to Federal recognition, the provisions of Sections 73, 74 and 75, Act 
of June 3, 1916, and the provisions of Circular Letter No. 8, Militia Bureau, 
1918, and Circular No. 2, Militia Bureau, 1918, must be strictly complied 
with. 

2. Many inspection reports of new organizations are received showing 
entire disregard of the requisites for recognition. Most of them have to be 
returned to state authorities to remedy defects due, almost without excep- 
tion, to the carelessness of state officers in ignoring established orders on 
the subject. Irritating delays occur and recognition is frequently deferred 
several weeks from causes that might have been avoided by attention to 
authoritative orders and instructions. 

3. The most common errors are the following. (Paragraph 5, Circular 
Letter No. 8, Militia Bureau, 1918.) 

(a) Presentation of a company not properly organized, sometimes 
lacking required officers, non-commissioned officers, etc. (See G. O. 50, 
1916.) 

(b) Naming of officers not qualified by law. (See paragraph 4 
below.) 

(c) The enlistment of boys under 18 years of age. 

(d) Same as to men over 45 (except re-enlistment). 

(e) Lack of record of physical competence of personnel. 

(f) Men having dependents who are not shown to have complied 
explicitly with the terms of Circular No. 2, Militia Bureau, 1918. 

4. Form 108 for each officer must show, either under paragraph 10 
or in "Remarks," how he qualified for appointment under Section 74, Act 
of June 3, 191-6. Such officer also must affirmatively show that he has 
passed physical examination and has taken the required oath (Sections 73 
and 76). 

5. It is a waste of time to appoint officers who do not qualify, or who 
have been in the service and made records which indicate they are incompe- 
tent in any way. 
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6. Warning is again given that state troops need not expect service 
otirerseas in the present emergency, nor any immunity from Selective draft 
liiless called, or designated for call or draft into United States service, 
lihese facts must he made clear to all concerned. 

7. Governors of states should require a thorough preliminary inspec- 
tion of all units to insure correction of errors, prior to arrival of a United 
States inspector. For the latter to send in reports on perfectly obvious 
irregularities, reflects on every officer concerned from company commander 
to the Adjutant General of the state. 

{ 8. The supply of uniforms, arms, and equipment to National Guard 
organizations is very difficult at present, and members of new organiza- 
tions should be warned that they will have to wait until a surplus, over 
and above that required for replacement purposes of troops overseas, and 
equipment of new organizations forming at home has been accumulated.

I. 1. Under the provisions of Section 126 of the National Defense Act 
of June 3, 1916, authorizing the Secretary of War to designate organizations 
that may wear their prescribed uniforms, the ^lilitary organizations of each 
State, Territory and District of Columbia constituted by the laws thereof, 
and including all members thereof, whether members of the National Guard 
or not are designated as organizations whose members may wear their pre- 
scribed uniforms, provided that where such prescribed uniforms are similar 
to the uniforms legally prescribed for the United States Army, Navy or 
Marine Corps, distinctive marks and insignia shall be worn as a part thereof 
as herein prescribed: 

2. Distinctive marks and insignia are prescribed as follows: 

a. Organizations of the National Guard recognized as such by 
the War Department under the Act of June 3, 1916, shall wear collar 
ornaments and insignia as prescribed by Circular No. 3, Militia 
Bureau, 1918. (See Par. No. 2, this order.) 

b. The Adjutant General and Executive, Administrative and 
'Supply Staff Officers and Aids to the Governor, and all other officers 
duly appointed, and enlisted men, of State Guard or State Militia 
troops organized and maintained under State laws, but who are not 
recognized as legally constituted National Guard officers, enlisted 
men, or forces within the meaning of the Act of Congress approved 
June 3, 1916, shall wear: 

(1) On overcoats, raincoats, dress and full dress and serv- 
ice coats, and on olive drab shirts when worn without a coat, 
a scarlet five-pointed star of cloth or felt, measuring one inch 
from its center to each point thereof, on the outside of each 
sleeve, and centered one and one-half inches from the lower end 
thereof. 

(2) Collar ornaments, bronze: Any selected by the State 
except disks resembling .those used by the Regular Army in 
size, shape or device, or those used by the United States Navy 
or Marine Corps. 

(3) All sleeve braid including overcoats: Any color except 
those prescribed for Regular Army, Navy or Marine Corps — viz.: 
brown, gold, yellow or .black. (See Par. 3, this order.) 

(4) For distinctive cap or hat device, the coat of arms of 
the State or any other device except the coat of arms of the 
United States worn 'by the United States Army, and the cap 
devices used by the United States Navy and Marine Corps. 

c. For Home Guards, State Police, Constabulary, Defense 
Leagues, etc.:

(1) Half brassard's: Two inches wide, plain cadet-gray 
felt, aeross and outside of left arm from seam to seam midway 
between elbow and shoulder, to be sewed on overcoat, blouse, 
and shirt when worn without blouse. 

(2) Collar ornaments, bronze: Any selected by the State 
except disks resembling those used by the Regular Army in size, 
shape or device, or, those used by the United States Navy or 
Marine Corps. 

(3) Sleeve braid: Any color except those prescribed for 
the Regular Army, Navy, or Marine Corps — viz.: brown, gold, 
yellow or black. (See Par. No. 4, this order.) 

(4) For distinctive cap or hat device, the coat of arms of 
the State or any other device except the coat of arms of the 
United States worn by the United States Army, and the cap 
devices used by the United States Navy and Marine Corps. 

3. Chevrons indicating non-commissioned officer ' grades will be 
worn on the right sleeve. 

4. It should be observed that the above requirements apply only 
when the State uniform in any given case is similar to one or more of 
the United States uniforms specified. If the uniform adopted by any 
state for any organization is wholly unlike any of the uniforms used by 
the Army, Navy or Marine Corps in material, color or cut, so as to be 
clearly distinguishable from such United States uniforms, then the fore- 
going regulations do not apply. 

5. The statute cited in the first paragraph above is a penal statute, 
and the final decision as to its infraction in any case can be made only 
by a com'petent criminal court.

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RECOMMENDATIONS 

The Adjutant General respectfully recommends: 

1. The retention of the National Guard as such, in compliance with the 
act of Congress as detailed in bulletin 16, of the War Department, June 22, 
J916. 

(a) The reorganization into regimenits, rather than battalions, and the 
retention of the Minnesota Home Guard and the Motor Corps and that there 
be an appropriation made which will adequately care for the maintenance 
and equipment of these troops; and further, that these troops be paid, when 
on active duty, the same rate that is paid the same rank in the National 
Guard; and further, that these troops be placed- under the direction and 
command of the Adjutant General. 

2. That the various armories in the state be placed under the direct 
supervision of the Adjutant General and by this means centralize the con- 
trol. 

3. That there be an officer detailed to act as Inspector General of the 
military forces of the state of Minnesota, whose duties shall be to make 
inspections which are deemed necessary. 

4. That there be an officer detailed f-rom this department to gather 
statistics regarding the part each man from Minnesota played in this world 
war, in order to supplement this report, which is admittedly not complete, 
owing to the fact that it is impossible to secure the desired .data from the 
War Department, although several attempts have been made to secure such 
information.
